And, how badly 
did he screw over the team writing the software to release the content in the first place?

-@@_ihere do! even begin on how | came to start The 
| Black Vault? This site has been the result of 
thousands of hours of research, and starting it 

] was one of the best decisions of my life. 


When | was young, | used to love the subject of UFOs 
and Science Fiction. | collected comic books, and found 
myself intrigued by the unexplained. 

What | was reading were the ideas of creative writing, 
not the truth. | never thought | would actively research the 
UFO phenomenon, nor did | really even want to. | was curi- 
ous about it; so | decided to take a look to see what was ‘out 
there’ involving the subject. 


So | started looking on the Internet for information on 
this very controversial subject. It was the middle of 1996, | 
was fifteen years old, and | started sifting through the millions 
of pages on the Internet regarding the Paranormal. 

Searching Google.com for "ufo" gives more than 1.6 
million pages. The result: a never-ending trail of websites that 
told the same “he said / she said stories", the same Roswell 
facts and questions, and many ridiculous pictures claiming to 
be “flying saucers.” 

The question of "What is the truth?" would not leave 
my mind, and lingered for months before | took the next step 
of my research. Which of these websites were false, which 
were real, and which were just online to make a few dollars? 


In my spare time, | decided to teach myself the art of 
HTML, the computer language used to create web pages. It 
was something | always wanted to do, and after a few days of 
learning, my small abode on the Internet became a reality. 


Subjects like video games, military aircraft, and any- 
thing else | wanted to add, got it’s section on my site. It was 
untitled, it had no order, and it had no vision other than 
simply testing new programming skills | was learning. 

The subject of UFOs was not even on my site in the 
beginning, and my only UFO research at this point consisted 
of looking at search engines and websites. 

Though when August of 1996 came around, | looked

again at the UFO subject on the Internet. | found the same 
stories, the same lies, the same unanswered questions, and it 
was quite frustrating even on the second attempt of 
"surfing the 'net." 

To my surprise, a story surfaced on a site | came 
across, detailing an unbelievable recount of a UFO sighting in 
Iran. In Tehran to be exact, the most intriguing UFO sighting 
took place in 1976. It was published in a four-page United 
States Government document, and claimed to be legit. 


"Was this an official U.S. Government document?" | 
quickly asked myself when | finished reading this short story. 
Reading just like an X-Files episode, | was sure it was a hoax. 

The author of this website offered proof, which contra- 
dicted almost every other site | went to. 

All | needed to do was use a tool called the Freedom 
of Information Act (FOIA). 

The process of validation was simple. Print out a form 
letter, sign your name on it, and send it to the Defense 
Intelligence Agency (DIA). The rest was up to the DIA, and 
the FOIA. 


An easy process in the beginning, four weeks after the 
request was sent in, | received an envelope from the DIA. 

Now at this time, | was still fifteen years old; to get this 
free package of documents from the government was 
exciting enough. Yet, to see the four-page document that | 
read on the Internet was genuine, well, that in itself was 
astounding. 

Finally, an irrefutable shred of evidence UFOs might 
exist, and from the U.S. Government, of all places, to prove it! 

| frantically went back on the Internet, and looked for 
more documents like the one | had just received. | found 
absolutely nothing. Not even the government themselves, at 
this time, had any documents on their websites. 

Was there really nothing to be found on the entire 
Internet? This place of unbelievable size, and growing 
number of web pages, yet, there was not one website that 
focused on disseminating these government documents to the 
public? 

For hours | tried to prove that statement wrong, but in 
reality, it was very true. Not one website focused on these 
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nuggets of truth, and on top of that, the U.S. Government did 
not make this information readily available to those who want- 
ed it.

he wheels were in motion to the architecture of 
my new web site. The data | was going to put 
online, was starting to be researched, and the 
first collection of documents were on their way 
from the government. 


| called the site, "The Black Vault" but how did | get the 
name? 


| spent days thinking of the name, and the image | 
wanted to portray. | went through hundreds of everyday, 
conspiracy type terminology, which just did not fit my vision. 
Though when 3:00am rolled around one morning, | finally had 
an idea. 

As the documents were trickling into my mailbox, | 
noticed a trend. Much of the information was classified, and 
the information that was to remain hidden from the public, was 
blacked out. "The inkwells were certainly going to run dry by 
the time | finished with my research,” | thought, but a perfect 
beginning to my title, "black". Then | needed something else 
in the title... something "Black" could describe. 


"The Black Vault?" PERFECT! | was building an 
archive, a "Vault of Information" and | knew the name would 
fit. | went through hundreds of names in my head, and The 
Black Vault was the title to be. 

So | wrote the name down, and off to bed | went. 
Again, the future was unfolding before me, and | had no idea 
what | was getting myself into. 


Armed with my computer, and the documents now at 
my doorstep, | started typing. No computer scanner to scan 
them, | used my eyes and my fingers to get these documents 
on the Internet, for all to see. 

| developed special codes to depict anything | might 
find on these documents. It was my vision for the newly 
developed Black Vault website, to have the documents 
EXACTLY on screen like they are seen from the government. 
| wanted the least amount of questions to be posed from my 
website regarding legitimacy. So | had to develop a "legend" 
of unreadable characters, blacked out text, poorly 
photocopied text, stamped words, handwritten words, etc.

| paid careful attention to line breaks, and even 
character spacing when | put these documents online.

The first problem arose, when it took months just to 
get four hundred pages online. To hand type these 
documents, well, it was definitely going to be a hardship. Both 
tedious and tiresome, | had to find an alternative to 
getting these documents online in a more timelier manner. 


| learned of computer scanners, and researched the 
technology that was currently on the market. | learned 
quickly | needed a flatbed scanner, and it would cost around 
four hundred dollars to buy. The scanner would serve 
multiple purposes, and | knew it would be an integral part of 
my newly found online arsenal. 


Foremost, it would speed up the time it took me to get 
the documents online, but secondly, it served as an avenue to 
get these documents online with more of a genuine look and 
feel. 

Instead of typing in the documents, and having my 
users download computer text, | took my vision for the site to 
the next level. 


The second crucial problem | had to overcome had 
surfaced the second the site vision changed. | had no space 
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online to put these images up, because files of this quality and 
size needed a server large enough to hold them. 

My problem was just beginning. | had run out of space 
allotted to me by my Internet provider, with around four 
hundred and fifty pages of material on the Internet. | needed 
the scanner to now show these images in a new light, but | 
needed the server to hold the images of the documents 
produced by the scanner. 


The problem: around $400 in my bank, with the 
scanner putting me flat broke. | also needed the server to 
house the data, and the scanner to create the data. One was 
useless without the other, and no matter which one | 
purchased first, I'd be broke in the end. 


After a few days of thinking, | decided to get the flat 
bed scanner. Putting my bank balance to a little over zero, | 
had to wait and stop building my site to replenish the funds. | 
held no job at this point due to being in school, so money was 
hard to find. 

| was attempting to balance school throughout my 
planning as well. Though, | am sure | probably held my 
priorities in the wrong order (can you guess which came 
first?). 


My priorities, my passion and my life have always 
been in the archive | was building. It was number one in my 
life; letting other, probably more important things, slide to 
number two. 

| was a kid with a hobby, and | did not want to let it go. 
School should have been my number one priority, but instead 
| found it much more interesting to uncover a government 
secret than learn the formulas of geometry. The UFO cover- 
up or studying verb conjugation in Spanish... Hmmm. 

| even found myself drafting FOIA requests in English 
class, or reading a government document in Biology, when | 
should have been studying for a test. (Yes mom and dad, the 
things you learn when your son writes his book!) 


What happened next was the turning point in The 


Black Vault's unveiling. It was one of the strangest 
occurrences in the years | have been doing this job, and the 
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event brought me the foundation | needed to completely begin 
my journey, all in a gift from Indonesia.

Chapter 3 The Dot Com Surprise 


ot even one day after | bought the scanner, | 
received an e-mail, which would shape the rest 
of The Black Vault's history. One example of 
structuring my _ belief that “everything 
happens for a reason." 


| opened an e-mail, one of many | received each day, 
and the author introduced himself only with the name of 
"Jack." He proceeded to tell me how he has watched my site 
grow since | started it many months prior. 

The Black Vault had been in existence for about seven 
months at this point, so | was a bit surprised to see someone 
show such an appreciation for the site already. The direction 
| was going with my site was never discussed, so no one real- 
ly knew what | was trying to accomplish yet. 


After being extremely complimentary, he explained 
what a “grant proposal” was, and why someone would use it. 
Outlining a rough draft, he told me to fill it out, explaining what 
| needed and why, what | wanted to do, and where | thought | 
could go with it. He ended by saying he wanted to send ina 
"small donation." 

A "small donation" | defined as twenty bucks or so, not 
knowing this was going to be such a turning point. | did what 
was requested, outlined the vision | had to show the 
document images for validity purposes, the server | needed 
with web space, and showed the monthly charges with setup 
fees. Within 20 minutes of my completion of the grant 
proposal, | received a response. 


He wanted to sponsor me for six months, and wanted 
to wire me four hundred dollars to do just that. Of course, | fell 
off my chair and yelled for my mom to come in and double 
check what | was reading. 


This was exactly what | needed. 


No recognition or no thanks, he wanted absolutely 
nothing in return. He asked only one thing of me, and that 
was to find a way to get the money from his home in 
Indonesia, to my home in southern California. 

Money Gram was my answer, and sure enough within 
a week, | had four crisp one hundred dollar bills ready to mold 
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The Black Vault in whichever way | pleased. 


Immediately, | started the next step. Purchasing the 
"dot com" everyone was raving about as the new fad, | 
purchased BlackVault.com. Purchasing then the server, 
which allocated me an "unlimited" amount of space on the 
Internet (so the hosting plan said), and then the account 
enhancements to build what | needed. | was well on my way 
to shaping my dream. 

Within weeks, | had the four hundred and fifty or so 
pages that were currently online transferred to image format. 
| wanted to show the entire road it took me to get the 
documents, to show that anyone could verify this. 

So in addition to adding images of the documents, | 
added images of the letters of correspondence as well. 


About a year since the site began, it grew into a fairly 
sizeable archive, and also serving about five hundred 
people a day. The site began to grow at such an incredible 
rate; | could not keep up with the e-mails | was receiving from 
daily visitors. Documents were also coming to my front door 
faster then | could get them online. 

| continued on with my trek. | would add the pages to 
the Internet as fast as | could scan and program them. 


Soon, another factor came into play which helped 
shape The Black Vault's growth even further. This has been 
the hardest to get used to... the media. 


Chapter 4:

The first one to step up to the plate was a review in the 


very popular "UFO Magazine" in 1997. Appearing in the "Web 
Watch" column, The Black Vault got its first taste of being in 
the news spotlight. (March/April 1997 Volume 12, No. 2) In 
this article, Glen Boyd took notice of the work | was doing, and 
wrote the following: 


ENTER THE BLACK VAULT: For anyone who has 
ever worried what the future state of UFO research 
may be once the current generation of researchers 
goes on to that great mothership in the sky, look no 
further than the website of John Greenewald, age 15. 
The Black Vault chronicles Greenewala's tireless 
efforts to uncover the truth behind the UFO mystery, 
mostly through Freedom of Information Act requests 
for various government documents. Greenewald's 
paper trail is a long one, beginning at the CIA, with 
stops along the way at the National Security Agency, 
Department of the Navy, National Reconnaissance 
Office, Secretary of Defense Office, and a couple of 
Air Force bases, including Wright-Patterson. In the 
Black Vault, Greenewald retraces every step of this 
journey from his FOIA requests letters (and the 
rejections he got back) all the way through to his 
successes in retrieving documents... which are 
painstakingly reproduced here in hand-typed form. 
Explains the young Greenewald, "! don't have a 
scanner or a job to work for one." The Black Vault also 
includes some of Greenewald's own articles, including 
the provocatively titled, "The FOIA... Or Is It?" There 
are also Greenewald's tips on making FOIA requests, 
and a citizen's guide and kit for doing the same. Memo 
from Webwatch to Stanton Friedman: Hire this kid 
immediately, he's that good! 


Was | dreaming, or was one of the most respected 
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ive the general public a controversial subject; the 
media is quick to follow. After a year of The Black 
Vault's existence, certain media outlets appeared to 
cover The Black Vault and give more exposure to 
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and well-known researchers in the UFO field just mentioned in 
the same sentence as my name? 

As this article was published, a following began to 
form. From the magazine readers to Internet surfers who 
wandered in, The Black Vault took it's next step to growing in 
popularity. 


Next, | learned that | picked a heck of a time to start 
my research. Within a year of starting, the 50th anniversary 
to the Roswell incident was the next July. 

So as | was recovering from the shock of having this 
fantastic article printed about the site, | received a phone call 
from another magazine publisher set to release a special 
Roswell Special issue for a commemoration. They were 
interested in covering The Black Vault and the research 
within. 


| did my second phone interview with the author, which 
was a great learning experience. Asking me all sorts of fun 
things | loved to talk about, he recorded our conversation for 
his later use. 

He wrote a full-page article on The Black Vault, 
appropriately titled "Inside The Black Vault." The best part 
about the article, however, was the subtitle: "Or how a pushy 
teenager discovered the truth about the Government UFO 
connection." 


Not only was the article a fantastically written piece 
and exposé of the site, it made the cover of the magazine! 
The title of my section, "Top Secret UFO Documents" made it 
right onto the front cover, along with The Black Vault 
receiving the credit and thanks for the documents used in over 
10 pages of this feature. 


After this Roswell piece was published, | had the 
honor of being on Sightings On The Radio, hosted by Jeff 
Rense. Art Bell was soon to follow, and | did many other 
interviews as well, including the Baltimore Sun and other 
newspaper articles throughout the United States. 

It was the Baltimore Sun's article, however, that would 
take The Black Vault to the next level of public awareness. 
Even unknown to the Baltimore Sun, one person would read 
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that article that would change The Black Vault forever. 


I'm not even aware of her name to thank her, but in 
Baltimore, a resident there read my article and decided to 
send it to their daughter in Los Angeles, a Hollywood 
Producer working on a UFO documentary for NBC. 


When they say "the business" (meaning Hollywood) is 
all about the connections you make, and the people you know, 
it's true. Even more so, sometimes it is the people you don't 
know. 


When this producer got a hold of this article, they put 
a post-it note and forwarded it along to their staff by writing on 
it, "Call this kid!" How did | find this out? Because within a few 
weeks of the article being published, | received their phone 
call regarding the TV show. Within hours, | was 
standing in their production offices for an initial interview. 


Who was | to be standing in Hollywood, in the offices 
of very talented producers working for NBC? | had no 
television experience and no idea what they wanted with me, 
so what was | doing there? 


The experience was unforgettable. Meeting the 
producers and the staff involved was quite a learning 
experience on how television shows were created. 

If | were not in the field of UFO research and 
computer work, | would be working on a TV or movie set; the 
"movie magic" involved simply amazes me. 


After about an hour or so of asking questions, they 
wanted to set up a taping where they would come to the 
house, and film me talking about the research | had 
accomplished so far for their documentary. 

Needless to say, | completely agreed to the offer, and 
within a month or two, they showed up at my house with 
cameras, lights, crew members, and all sorts of equipment. | 
couldn't believe how much equipment was involved in filming 
one person. 


Though the idea | had of them only filming one person 
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that day, well, | was sorely mistaken. After introducing the 
director to my parents and sister, and chatting for a while off 
camera, the director jokingly said to me, "Now, go to your 
room!" 

"Ok, what is going on?" | asked myself. Then, | 
quickly figured it out. The director wanted me out of the room 
to ask my mom, dad and sister questions about my research. 
He was not only interviewing me, but my whole family! 


This was quite a shock; not only to me, but to my 
entire family. The forty-five minutes | spent in my bedroom 
waiting for them to finish had to be the longest forty-five 
minutes of my life. 

| had no idea what was being asked, nor did | know 
how my parents or even my sister would talk about me on 
camera. lf that wasn't nerve wracking enough, | knew that 
within the hour, | too would be called out to have an interview. 
Since this was my first "on-camera" interview, | had no idea 
how | would do, act or come across. 


Taping a phone interview for one person's use in a 
magazine was one thing, but now | was filming on camera for 
millions of people on one of the biggest networks in 
television. If that's not stress, | do not know what is! 


"John?" | heard from the other room being yelled. | knew this 
was it, the moment of truth. Would | be able to form words or 
even what | liked to call sentences, or would | freeze on film? 
| hated cameras; still pictures or video cameras and me did 
not mix. | dodged cameras all the time, and even to this day 
stay away from film as much as possible. 

So | entered the dining room, where they interviewed 
my family, and it was transformed into a studio you might see 
on a movie set. Lights, a large camera, a small TV screen for 
the director, and equipment thrown throughout my entire 

living room graced my house. 

| was wondering where the director would tape my 
interview, when he then said, "Ok, now we want you all to eat 
breakfast, and pretend we aren't even here." 


"Pretend you aren't even here?” Sure! Not only do we 
rarely eat breakfast at the dining room table (heavily 
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conflicting schedules) we are supposed to ignore the 3 
additional people in the house hovering over the table, ignore 
the big camera being shoved in our faces, and ignore this 
boom microphone that looked like an animal floating over our 
food. 

This was not going to be easy. 

Needless to say, | was nervous. We didn't eat like we 
normally would, and | even poured orange juice for my sister, 
Heather. My sister does not even like orange juice! 

| never in a million years thought that me pouring a 
bowl of Fruity Pebbles would be interesting, though that as 
well got its turn being videotaped. It was quite amusing to see 
what they wanted, and | had yet to even be asked a question 
on tape yet about my research. 


Then, the time came. They had enough of the 
breakfast table, us eating, chatting and being a family, when | 
was asked to relax while they transformed my living room into 
the next "movie set." 

They set up a chair, where | would sit, and began 
creating a setting that would be complimented with lights and 
the repositioning of my house for a background. 

Large black shields were placed over my front 
windows to block out the sunlight, and the lights with different 
color filters would be placed around the room to illuminate the 
setting. 


To loosen up the atmosphere, as the cameraman was 
kneeling in front of me in the chair putting a little makeup on, 
the director told me the camera was actually filming. He was 
going to save the footage for blackmail, and later sell it to the 
highest bidder. Glad they joked around with me a bit; | 
needed a laugh because this was getting to be very nerve 
wracking. 

The director asked if all were ready. Everyone 
concurred, and the interview went underway. 


The very intimidating "red light" of the camera turned 
on and the questions began. | was nervous at first, but 
eventually got the hang of it and just let the answers flow. 

He asked the generic questions, getting specific at 
times, but to me it was all the same. Specific or not, | loved 
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talking about it, and could go whichever direction he wanted 
to take the interview. 


After about an hour and twenty minutes later, the 
interview was done. They moved the "set" into the front 
converted bedroom, which held my computer and the 
documents of The Black Vault. They wanted to shoot what 
they call 'B-Role’, where they would film me not talking, but 
just working and doing my computer work. They use this for 
filler space in the interview and to take up some time. The 
filming of the B-Role lasted about forty-five minutes. 


The next step was also unexpected. They wanted to 
pack up the equipment, and head to my school, which was 
just getting out. (| got to take the day off of school) More B- 
Role footage, this was going to be showing me at school with 
my friends at Alemany High School, in Mission Hills, 
California. 

Most of my friends at this point had absolutely no idea 
what | was doing with The Black Vault. It just wasn't 
something that | would tell everyone | knew, and | had no idea 
what the reaction would be like. 

Though when an NBC film crew showed up, and was 
filming me just walking around campus, word spread about 
The Black Vault and what | did for a hobby. 


On top of that, someone had the idea to report it to the 
announcement staff, and it actually went out over the speaker 
system at school. Once it was out on the airdate for NBC, 
everyone came up to me and offered their congratulations. 
My fear of whatever stereotype might have followed quickly 
vanished, as the reception to this by my friends was 
fantastic. 

Roughly two hours behind camera, with breakfast at 
the table and shots of my mom, dad and sister, | wondered 
how big this piece was actually going to be after the final cut. 


Before the U.S. saw it, | was given a screening copy 
so that | could see how it turned out when it was all done. | 
put in the tape, made sure my mom, dad and sister were all 
there, and we began watching. 
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It started with a piece on a Mexico UFO sighting and 
video. Jaime Maussan was the main researcher and expert 
used in this segment, and he completely vouched for its 
authenticity. 

Once the segment was nearing it's end, the segment 
completely made the video look like a fraud, and showing 
Jaime Maussan as being sorely mistaken to believing it's 
authenticity. 


At this point, | was petrified. | started to sweat, 
because if they made Jaime Maussan out to be someone who 
should not be believing in their own research, what were they 
going to do to a 17 year old kid? 

My whole family sat quiet, as we all had the same 
fears, but never actually formed it into words to tell the 
others. 

| saw the cuts before and after where the commercials 
would be fit in, and my segment was used to tease up-coming 
sections. So | knew! was atleast still in it, though | just didn't 
know how long it would be for, nor did | know if the producers 
were going to be nice. 


So then my segment finally began. It started with 
talking about the Internet, and how popular the UFO subject is 
online. 

The segment was incredible, and to this day of writing 
this book, this has been the best interview | have ever done. 
It lasted for about five minutes, and the editing, the footage, 
the wording, everything was flawless. 

Not only did they show the value of the site as a 
research tool, they showed the validity of the documents | 
obtained. The editors showed the documents themselves, 
and made sure to get the point across to the audience these 
were genuine, and there was nothing false about them. 


The time from when | got this video, to the time it 
actually aired to the public, was about a 3 month waiting 
period. Only a few months, but it seemed like an 
eternity. What would the traffic be like when it aired? What 
interviews would come next? | kept asking myself questions, 
but none of them would be answered until February 17th, 
1999, the date when this show finally made it's debut. 
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"Confirmation: The Hard Evidence of Aliens Among 
Us?" was the title to this documentary. Based on Whitley 
Strieber's book, Confirmation, it would air on a Wednesday 
night in a prime-time spot from 8:00pm - 10:00pm. 


After this was filmed, | started working at a computer / 
Internet company. Here | had worked my way up to running 
the entire Internet division and | oversaw the 
development of over thirty in-house websites, and developed 
all of our client's websites. 

This gave me experience | needed to build a way to 
make sure when | got a huge surge of traffic from this NBC 
special, my servers wouldn't crash. So, | created twelve 
servers across the United States to handle the upcoming 
surge. All placed throughout the U.S., they would all handle 
the traffic set to come. 


| thought the work and server power | purchased 
would be enough. When the night | had been waiting for 
came, | nervously watched my traffic as the east coast first 
watched the documentary three hours before | was going to 
see it in California. 

| got a huge surge of traffic before it ever aired, and | 
wondered why. Then | finally realized it. My segment in the 
documentary was teased in the very beginning, and my logo 
that said "The Black Vault" was shown on the air. 


The viewers logged on to the Internet, and searched 
for my site before it ever even got its airtime. They were too 
anxious to wait, and the traffic that came from this alone, | 
knew my server was dead when | finally got the airtime. This 
little teaser in the beginning was only a few seconds long, and 
this caused an unbelievable spike! 


Sure enough, when my segment came on, the server 
traffic load was horrendous. | have never seen anything like 
it, and quite possibly never will again. The traffic to the 
servers was just too immense for them to handle. 

All servers went down, some crashed, and no one 
could gettothe site. Those that were able to get on were met 
with a very slow connection. So many of them just gave up 
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after minutes of waiting. 

No server would stay up for a 24-hour period, because 
there was so much traffic, it kept bringing them down. It took 
two days for me to calculate a 24-hour period, because on 
Friday morning to Saturday morning was the earliest 24-hour 
period that | could log. 


It logged 6.7 million (yes, 6,700,000) unique hosts or 
‘people’ that hit the site that day alone. | had the numbers 
checked four times before we all believed them, and it was a 
day | will never forget. 


One of my servers was hosted at a company with 
thousands of clients throughout the world. They created a 
multi-million dollar network to host these sites, and mine was 
only one of them. 

| talked to the technician that night, who was on duty 
that Wednesday, and he said he had never seen anything like 
the traffic | received. 

"The Black Vault" crashed their network, and he 
brought me offline to save his other servers. He told me after 
about ten minutes, he decided to bring me back online, 
thinking it had to have died down a bit and not cause the same 
trouble. Within 45 seconds, | crashed the entire 
network again, and he decided my business with them was 
done. 


It took weeks for the traffic to come down to a 
manageable level. Finally, people could move around the site 
with ease, and see the actual research. | think the only thing 
that could compare to the amount of traffic | drove that night 
would be a Yahoo or a MSN home page. Other than that, not 
much compared to it. 


| decided to profile this interview, and this show, 
because this was the starting point to The Black Vault's 
publicity on the air. 

Since that NBC interview, | have been on the History 
Channel, the Discovery Channel, Fox, KNBC (Los Angeles), 
WNBC (New York), KCAL (Los Angeles), A&E, ABC and 
others profiling my research. 


Chapter4. The Media Blitz 

This one interview would have to take credit for taking 
"The Black Vault" to the next level of media coverage. This 
allowed other networks to become aware of the truth coming 
out on my website, and they began covering it in many 
different ways. 


The media story to "The Black Vault" can be a book in 
itself. The hardships, the fears, and emotions that came out 
during the process, are quite astounding. 

Not knowing if the media wants to make you or break 
you, they have the option to do either. With a minor chop in 
the editing room, they can essentially make you say anything 
they want you to say. | have fallen victim to this on a few 
occasions. 


Though in reality, it is essentially the media that is 
responsible for getting the word out to the public. The media 
has helped and continues to help The Black Vault get the word 
out, and for that, | have to thank them. 
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“| find that a great part of the information | have was 
acquired by looking up something and finding 
something else on the way. “

Chapter 5 The Research Begins 


o that is how it all began... The Black Vault from 
the beginning to the present day. Though the 
research is by far the most interesting part of this 
tale. From here on out in this book, | will be 
recounting the evidence as | saw it, throughout 
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the past six years. 


The evidence here, however, is presented in a much 
easier to understand method than it was received by The 
Black Vault. It took years to compile this information, and 
many months to present it here inside this book. 


In the past few chapters, | have gone through the 
Genesis of The Black Vault, the mysterious grant, the money 
problems, the purchasing of the "dot com", and so much 
more. 


Still one questioned lingered in my mind when | was 
beginning, and | am sure by this time you might be 
asking the same question. "Where in the world,” or in this 
case the U.S. Government, “do | even start?" 

This was one of the toughest questions to answer. In 
a government so large, with an archive so vast, where do | 
even begin to look for evidence? Would they even care about 
a fifteen-year-old kid making FOIA requests for UFO informa- 
tion? Would they simply put my requests in the trash? 


| had thousands of questions | needed answers to, 
and there was only one way to find out. | had to begin my jour- 
ney somewhere, and the only way to do that was to just dive 
right in and start. 


So that is exactly what | did. 


| had a tool; the Freedom of Information Act. Past 
that, there wasn't much | had to use to my advantage. | had 
to trust the fact the government would acknowledge my 
existence, and after that, it was all up to them to decide what 
| would get, and what | would not. 

| knew the Defense Intelligence Agency, the agency 
that confirmed the four-page '1976 Iran Incident’ document, 
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would be as good of a place as any. If they had those four 
pages, they had to have additional pages as well. 


| figured out quickly the road was going to be long. It 
took years to fully learn the tricks the government would try 
and pull, and would take years to even get some of these doc- 
uments out into the public. 

They played games | never expected, and made me 
overcome obstacles | never thought | would have to conquer. 
The games included the run-around, denying evidence when 
in fact an agency had a room full of evidence, forwarded to 
offices that do not exist, and the list goes on and on. 


The government's paper trail of evidence was a 
standing contradiction. Line up a page from here with a page 
from there, and the stories they told were complete opposites 
from each other. 


The end result proves the following: 


- No one can argue with the evidence. 

- No one can argue with the fact the government has 
had, and still to this day, an interest in studying the UFO 
phenomenon. 

- No one can argue the fact that the documents 
obtained, both those from 50 years ago and those to this day, 
display a subject that is one of the most heavily guarded 
topics of our time. 

- No one can argue the fact that the "extraterrestrial" 
studies within the U.S. Government were once, and still to this 
day, a very important subject. 

- No one can argue these points, and countless others 
that will be made throughout the reading of this book. 

The evidence you will read is put in the order of 
relevance that | felt would best explain and prove these points 
as being true. 


From time to time, | may stress certain points | know 
are important. Some points seem stronger than others, but in 
reality, some of the dullest and most boring points, are 
usually the most crucial parts to uncovering this vast 
conspiracy. If | become repetitive, there is a reason for it. 
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Remember, the government plays the game of a magician. 
Look at my right hand, because | do not want you to see my 
left. 

Does that make any sense, whatsoever? Do not 
worry, it gets much easier to understand. 


| practiced magic growing up, and the "slight of hand" 
trick is played by almost every agency. The second you let 
your guard down with the FOIA officers handling your case, 
something may pass you by that is vital to the research you 
are conducting. I've fallen victim to this scenario on more than 
one occasion. 


With that being said, let's dive into secret archive of 
The Black Vault.

Chapter 6 The “Official” Stance 


he “official” stance on UFOs by the U.S. 
Government is rather obvious. They deny the 
existence of them, they deny the interest in the 
topic, and they deny the existence of documents 
relating to UFOs. 


An explanation, which is so blatantly false, certainly 
does not take years of research to disprove. In this chapter, | 
will outline exactly what the government says when 
questioned about UFOs. This is their "official" stance on the 
subject. 


The United States Air Force conducted their research 
into the UFO phenomenon, with a project known as Project 
Blue Book. Project Blue Book, which was started in 1947 and 
was cancelled in 1969, spent its years collecting and 
evaluating UFO reports from all over the country. 

Also known as Project Grudge and Project Sign in 
past years, all UFO documentation, or so the government 
claims, ended up in the filing cabinets of the National Archives 
and Records Administration (NARA). These files were all 
placed under the heading of "Project Blue Book." 


In 1969, the University of Colorado issued a report 
entitled, "Scientific Study of Unidentified Flying Objects." 
Once evaluated by the U.S. Air Force, it was determined that 
the study of this phenomenon was a waste of their time. 

After 22 years of collecting this data, there was 
nothing to this phenomenon, and the report by the University 
of Colorado proved just that. 

So in 1969, Project Blue Book was Officially closed, 
and a "fact sheet" about the investigation was issued to the 
public that better explained the results (See Fig. 6-1). 
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UFO FACT SHEET (07/96) 


On Dec. 17, 1969, the Secretary of the Air Force announced the termination of 
Project Blue Book, the Air Force program for the investigation of UFO's. 


The decision to discontinue UFO investigations after 22 years of gathering data 
was based on an evaluation of a report prepared by the University of Colorado entitled: 
“Scientific Study of Unidentified Flying Objects.” This report was a review of CU's 
report by the National Academy of Sciences; past UFO studies; and the U.S. Air 
Force's experience investigating UFO reports during that period from 1947 to 1969. 


As a result of these investigations and studies and experience gained from 
looking into UFO reports, the conclusions of Project Blue Book are: (1) no UFO 
reported, investigated, and evaluated by the Air Force has ever given any indication of 
a threat to our national security; (2) there has been no evidence submitted to or 
discovered by the Air Force that the 700 out of a total of 12,000 sightings categorized 
as “unidentified” represent technological developments or principles beyond the range 
of current scientific knowledge; and (3) there is rio hard evidence to suggest that 
sightings categorized as “unidentified” are extraterrestrial vehicles or spacecraft. 

With the termination of the Blue Book, the Air Force regulation establishing and 
controlling the program for UFO investigations and analysis was rescinded. 
Documentation regarding the Blue Book investigation has been permanently 
trahsferred to the Modem Military Branch, Nation al Archives and Records 
Administration, Eighth Street and Pennsylvania Avenue, NW., Washington, D.C. 20408, 
and is available for public review and copying (charged per page). 


Since the termination of Project Blue Book , no evidence has been presented to 
indicate that further investigation of UFO's by the Air Force or siheasovemmentagencys 
is warranted. In view of the considerable Air Force commitment of resources in the pas' 
and the extreme pressure on the Federal budget, there i is no likelihood of renewed 
governrfent involvement in this area. 


There are a number of universities and professional scientific organizations, 
such as the American Association for the Advancement of Science, which have 
considered UFO phenomena during periodic meetings and seminars. Additionally, a 
list of major private UFO organizations can be found in Gale's Encyclopedia of 
Associations (edition 8, vol 1, pp. 432-3). Finally, the two major national centers, 
National UFO Reporting Center, tel: (206) 722-3000, and the Mutual UFO Network 
(MUFON) at (512) 379-9126, encourage the public to call them with reports of sightings. 


Fig 6-1: The Black Vault has obtained Fact sheets like these 
countless times from all branches of the U.S. Government. 
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This "fact sheet" really had nothing truly close to a 
"fact" on it. It’s purpose was to show the results of Project 
Blue Book, and to explain the present day explanation for the 
UFO phenomenon. 


Let's dissect the "fact sheet" to better understand it. 


Firstly, it gives the history of Project Blue Book, and 
the date the project was cancelled. "On Dec. 17, 1969, the 
Secretary of the Air Force announced the termination of 
Project Blue Book, the Air Force program for the investigation 
of UFO's." 

The second paragraph explains why Project Blue 
Book was cancelled. "The decision to discontinue UFO 
investigations after 22 years of gathering data was based on 
an evaluation of a report prepared by the University of 
Colorado entitled: ‘Scientific Study of Unidentified Flying 
Objects." 

So far, it is not too bad. Believable, factual and 
historical; to this point the Air Force is simply giving the 
honest facts. 


The next section of this sheet gave the results of the 
research. These points were listed as the following: 


i, "No UFO reported, investigated and evaluated 
by the Air Force was ever an indication of threat to our 
national security; 

2. There was no evidence submitted to or 
discovered by the Air Force that sightings categorized as 
“unidentified" represented technological developments or 
principles beyond the range of modern scientific knowledge; 
and 

3: There was no evidence indicating that 
sightings categorized as ‘unidentified’ were extraterrestrial 
vehicles." 


| decided to just list these points for now, and not 
completely debunk them yet. | will tackle each one 
throughout this book. 


When | first read this "fact sheet" many years ago, it 
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was the only piece of paper | had to show what the 
government believed. If that is all the evidence you have, you 
are forced to believe them at their word. So at this point of my 
research, | did not have much of a choice but to think that 
UFO documentation was only at the National Archives and 
that there was no current day UFO investigation. 


| couldn't have been farther from the truth. 


The "fact sheet" then states after Project Blue Book 
had closed, the UFO reporting procedures and instructions 
were off the books. "With the termination of Project Blue 
Book, the Air Force regulation establishing and controlling the 
program for investigating and analyzing UFOs was 
rescinded." 


Giving contact information for private research groups 
like the Mutual UFO Network (MUFON), the National UFO 
Reporting Center (NUFORC), and even giving instructions to 
contact local law enforcement, the Air Force made it clear they 
did not want anything to do with UFOs. 


Or so they wanted us to believe. 


This "fact sheet" has been the basis of how the 
government responds to UFO inquiries. They claim they don't 
have an interest, because this phenomenon is an 
easily explained mystery. These explanations all came from 
the Project Blue Book era. 

From the planet Venus to Swamp Gas, Project Blue 
Book brought forth some of the most ridiculous explanations 
for UFO sightings ever imagined. The sad thing is we can't 
argue with the powers that be, so there is not much we can do 
about it. 

Now, | am no scientist, but last time | checked the 
planet Venus does not go streaking across the sky in a saucer 
shape with a metallic reflection. Though, | have been known 
to be wrong from time to time. 


When | contacted the National Archives for copies of 


the Project Blue Book records, | was informed of this fact 
sheet yet once again. 
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When | called to ask some questions regarding the 
documents, | was told that there are approximately 33,000 
pages of Project Blue Book material, including Project Sign 
and Project Grudge files. It was going to be about twenty-five 
cents a page to receive them, which | was not about to pay. 


Who in their right mind would pay over $8,000 dollars 
for these records, when the government explained the 
majority of them already? 

These "UFO" sightings were really not UFOs at all 
(with the exception of 710 of them). All of the 12,000+ 
sightings were all explained with these ridiculous 
explanations. 

Of course they never told me about the microfilm | 
could have purchased for thousands of dollars cheaper. 

So | gave up on researching the Project Blue Book 
records due to the lack of money and lack of interest in phony 
explanations. 

This forced me to head elsewhere within the U.S. 
Government, and with that fact, | cannot thank the National 
Archives enough for making me do that. 


This gave me the opportunity to explore new avenues, 
and explore new possibilities for the existence of records not 
yet discovered. 

Not focusing on the Project Blue Book material, | 
focused on other agencies including the DIA. | attempted to 
learn the vast archive of the U.S. Government, and expose 
each UFO document outside of the Project Blue Book era, 
which according to the "fact sheet" do not exist. 


Thousands of documents began to emerge, all 
contradicting the government's official stance on the subject. 
It seemed like no agency knew what the other agency had in 
their archives either. 


| have always heard the expression; "The right hand 
doesn't know what the left hand is doing" but never truly knew 
what it meant... until now.

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he Defense Intelligence Agency (DIA) is the 
nation’s primary source for foreign military 
intelligence. . The DIA says for itself that it is, 
"Committed to Excellence in Defense of the 
Nation." 


The DIA archive held the four-page document that got 
me started with The Black Vault. Known as the "1976 Iran 
Incident" the document was not new to the field. | was not the 
one that uncovered this document to the world, but when | 
received it, it sparked a burning pursuit for the truth inside of 
me that | cannot explain. 

To this day, the most visually interesting documents 
that | have found have come from the DIA. These UFO 
records were so secretive; | was able to uncover full pages of 
documents completely blacked out due to "national security." 


When | first filed requests for these documents, | split 
the years up so | did not incur a charge. Non-commercial 
requesters were entitled to 100 free pages, and would have to 
pay for pages thereafter. So | felt if | requested only 
certain years at a time, | would bypass all charges. 

Unfortunately, the DIA still charged me at the end, 
adding up all requests and sending me a bill. Yet the 
documents still came, in three separate packages, from the 
beginning of the DIA’s history in 1961, all the way up to the 
present day. 


What was strange about the documents was the fact 
that up until the past couple of years, the DIA still collected 
UFO reports and records. The older the documents were, the 
poorer the photocopy. More recent documents were more 
blacked out, and more secretive. 

If | wasn't dealing with a bad photocopy, | was looking 
at nothing but black. "Let the games begin" so to say, 
because | knew at this point they would pull anything out in 
their arsenal to cover the evidence. Even a stamp that said 
"Best Copy Available” graced many documents, along with 
tiny dots on the paper supposedly representing words. | also 
learned a new definition for myself -- and that is “12th 
generation photocopy!” 

Full pages blacked out, full paragraphs and _ full 
sentences; this UFO subject was turning out to be one heck of 
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a secret. In fact, the DIA was blacking out so much 
classified information on the UFO files, they stopped wasting 
their ink, and actually cut black pieces of paper, and taped 
them to the pages, then photocopied that. 

The result: a solid block around the documents, 
shrouding in secrecy whatever UFO information lies beneath. 

With absolutely no words on the pages at all, it still 
was telling a story no one could deny; the UFO subject was 
real, it was current, and it was one of the biggest secrets the 
government held. 


Since the DIA's mission was foreign intelligence, 
almost all of the UFO sightings in their archive were from other 
countries. From Iran, India, Chile and beyond, UFOs were 
being reported throughout the world, and the DIA was right 
there to collect the intelligence. 

The DIA took great interest in these reports from every 
corner of the world, but in 1969, when Project Blue Book 
closed, the UFO collection continued. Contrary to the "official" 
stance on the UFO phenomenon, where no agency actively 
collects or is interested in the UFO phenomenon, the DIA 
alone contradicts this point. 

So not ending in 1969, or 1979, or 1989, or even 
1999; UFO documents were still being collected more than 30 
years after the government denied interest. Why were these 
documents so important that the DIA had to show an interest 
in a subject that had already been investigated, and shown 
that they did not exist? 


Let's find out, and explore the archives of the DIA's 
files:

The first case | want to profile is the infamous 1976

The history behind this document and The Black Vault 
goes back many years. It was the first document | ever 
received and there are many fascinating stories surrounding 
it. 

For example, it was unclassified. This was very 
strange for a document of this magnitude to be “unclassified.” 

Though in the next chapter for the National Security 
Agency, you will see even more documents on this incident to 
show that this one was probably edited. 

Another strange point about this document is the 
distribution list of all agencies that received this report. 
Another rarity for a document like this to make its rounds in the 
Government, and even made its way directly into the White 
House. 


One hint to reading documents is to look at the 
distribution list on the first page at the top. This will show you 
what agencies received this document, and shows the 
interest level behind it. Since the White House received this 
report, obviously someone felt it necessary that the President 
be made aware of the incident. Also included on that list, was 
the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA), the National Security 
Agency (NSA), Secretary of State 
(SECSTATE), and many others. 

Just thumb through this page, and flip back a bit to the 
beginning of the document. Note the distribution list at the top 
of the page. This will also come in handy while you look at 
more documents in the book, or in further research 
projects on your own. 


Washington's elite all received this document. Seven 
years after UFOs were easily explained, this report found it's 
way to the desks of offices that denied any interest 
whatsoever. 


There were hundreds of pages that came out of the 
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DIAs files, and this '1976 Iran Incident’ was just one of them. 
The following are some more that surfaced from the DIA, 
which are copied word for word. These appear all in capital 
letters on the actual reports (| put them in normal case for 
ease of reading):

2. The 4 July 1965 edition of Diario Illustrado, Santiago newspaper containad 
the following: 


"Nine members of the base Pedro Aquirre Cerda observed the apparition of 
a ourious celestial body while doing routine meteorological observations for 
a period of 20 minutes. They followed its maneuvers noting its white 
luminosity at an angle of 450 seen in the southwest of Decepcion Island 
moving northeast-southeast at high speed on an oscillating course. The 
radiogram adds: 


'On the 5th Chileans communicated with the English Base--British 
informed that the day before at 1945 five members of that base saw celestial 
object in the north moving on a zig-zag course and later stopping from 5~10 
minutes, then disappearing at great altitude. It was red, then yellowish, 
then changing to a green color. The angle was estimated at 200 and of the 
eize of a star of the first magnitude. ' 


“Communique from Argentine Detachment on Decepcion Island between 1942 
and 2044 houre said that 16 persons, among them three Chileans, observed a 
celestial object in the north of the island going north--northeast at very 
slow speed with an oscillating course and of changing yellow, green and 
orange color, leaving a tail at an elevation of 309 of lenticular shape 
disappearing at altitude in cirrus clouds and whose trajectory was followed 
by theodolite and powerful field glasses. Corporal Uladislao Duran Martinez 
who was with the detachment took 10 dispositive pictures in color through tha 
Theodolite and field glasses 


"Same day. Detachment Orcadas of Argentina at 1703 hours. Two meteoro- 
logical observers saw a celestial object moving at very high speed during a 
period of 15 seconds with a parabolic trajectory moving from east to west 
with luminous white color which caused magnetic changes in their geo-magnetid 
inetruments, registering changes notably out of the normal. Between the basa 
mentioned no previous communication existed that could induce a group 
psychosis of that type of observation--\hich fact is estimated to be of 
great interest to interested scientific organizations." 


3. The 7 July 1865 edition of El Mercurio, Santiago newspaper carried the 
following: 


“Eighteen days ago, the base Pedro Aquirre Cerda announced that at 1600 
hours on the 48th of June all the personnel of this base saw celestial body 
of intense luminosity--a star of the first magnitude. It appeared in the 
east of Decepcion Ieland at an elevation of 600 making a turn of 1809 to 
the left and continued on an eastern course. The object previously made a 
turn to the right heading in a southernly direction. This phenomenon was 
seen for a period of 40 minutes--meteorological conditions clear, but dark 
Strong winds prevented mounting photographic equipment. On Saturday a 
eimilar body was seen at a lower altitude of 450. It passed at high velocit. 
and was seen for 20 minutes, At this time it was seen by Chilean, Argentine 
and British bases in the Anarctic, 


"The Commander of the Base (Pedro Aquirre Cerda) of the Chilean Air Forcd 
Mario Jahn Barrera explained the phenomenon seen by the members of his base 
They saw an ebject moving at tremendous speeds giving off a blue-green light 
which caused interference (electro-magnetic) in meteorological equipment

"This is the second time in less than a month that we have observed thes¢ 
oelestial bodies. The first was on the 13th of June and the last this , 
Saturday at 1920 hours. It was during this last observation when all our 
Group saw this phenomenon while making atmospheric observations. The color 
ef the body was red yellowish changing to green to yellow and to orange. It 
was at a short distance at an angle of 450 with respeot to our position in 
the extreme north of the island. It later took a zig-zag course. During 
one of its maneuvers it maintained a stationary position. Rapidly with the 
apparatus at hand (theodolite and long range binoculars), we observed this 
body in a stationary position for a period of 20 minutes. During this ae | 
Corporal Uladislao Duren Martines of our group quickly got hie oamera and 
took 10 photographs (more or less) which he believes to be perfect. He not 
only took the piotures direotly but he also took them using the theodolite 
and the long range binoculars. Unluckily, we must wait until March of the 
coming year in order to develop these pictures. To oorroborate ay statesent 
I later communioated with the English base. People from this base seid that 
they had observed an object of star of the firet magnitude. This comauni- 
oation was sade at 2030 hours. The same thing happened with personnel of 
the Argentine base Orcad. In this case, we were more certain that we were 
dealing with a strange solid object because their electro-magnetic equipment 
showed abnormal interference from the moment during which it appeared. 


4, The 18 July edition of La Nacion, Santiago newspaper carried the 
following: 


"On 17 July several people in Colonia, Uruguay observed the landing of a 
flying saucer on a beaoh. The report stated that ths strange object re- 
mained on the beach olose to two minutes and then continued silently on a 
vertical flight toward the River de la Plata where it remained suspended in 
epace for several minutes at an altitude of 10 meters, later continuing in 
horizontal flight calculsted at approximately 500 meters. 


"The people who viewed the oj ject stoted no tirvops were observed; that 
it left an "X" on the beach similar to a retractible mechanical foot and tha 
it wae reddish in color and difficult to look at due to its lumonosity. 


“A little later strange objects were sighted flying over Buenos Aires. 
One of the spectators took a photograph of the objects." 


5. The 20 Jply edition of El Mercurio, Diario Illustrado and La Nacion 
carried accounts of a strange object flying in the vicinity of Antofagasta 
for a period of approximately 25 minutes. 


“On 19 July ih the Provinces of Tarapace and Antofagasta, Chile, a 
strange object was observed flying at a high speed ejecting explosions of 
great force and very loud. The object was firet sighted at 1555 and was 
described to be in the form of a cone with the point to the rear. It was 
observed by six laborers at the Maria Elena Nitrate Mine." 


6 On 23 July 1965 the Diario Illustrado, Santiago newspaper contained the 
following: 


"On the 20th of July at O400 in the morning an ocoupant in a hotel at 
Chafiaral was awakened by a loud noise. He looked out the window and saw an 
intense red object that had a diameter of approximately 10 to 12 meters land 
on the eand in the vicinity of the hotel and 4 to 5 minutes thereafter it 
left with a violent noise and was seen no longer." 


Comments of reporting officer: There may be a connection between some of 
the sightings and the U. 8. Space program, e.g. A check with NASA indicates 
that objecta 1965 46D and 1965 46E which were part of the 1965 46a (COSMOS 
68) series which was launched on 15 June had a decay date of 19 June 1965,

Chapter 8 The National Security Agency Files 


he National Security Agency (NSA) is one of the 
most technologically advanced government 
agencies around. They coordinate and direct 
highly specialized activities to protect U.S. 
information systems and produce foreign 


intelligence information. 

The question arose in my mind whether or not the 
NSA had documents relating to the UFO phenomenon, and | 
ended up with much more than | thought. 


The NSA was one of my research targets in the 
beginning month of my research. On September 01, 1996, | 
filed a request for all UFO documents from the NSA. 

The NSA was very helpful with this particular request. 
They knew | was going after specific UFO records, so they 
sent me the entire NSA collection of UFO documents. There 
were a couple of hundred pages in this collection, and | found 
out rather quickly that the NSA holds quite a history with the 
UFO phenomenon. 


Back in 1979, Peter Gersten, director the Citizen's 
Against UFO Secrecy (CAUS), filed a FOIA request to the 
NSA for records on UFOs. When it was learned after the 
request was processed that the NSA still had classified 
records, CAUS appealed the FOIA case, and requested yet 
again these records to be declassified. 

The NSA then denied the appeal. The next step 
thereafter is to take the agency to court, and let a judge decide 
the outcome. This is exactly what CAUS did. A suit was filed 
by CAUS against the NSA to get the UFO 
documents released. 


These documents were withheld for reasons of 
“national security” but it was felt by CAUS that these records 
should be in the public realm. 

The judge of the case and the lawyers of the 
government were given a twenty-one page affidavit classified 
“Top Secret". Eugene Yeates, the NSA's Director of Policy 
created this affidavit which explained in partial detail the 
contents of the withheld 156 documents relating to the UFO 
phenomenon. 

The CAUS organization, including Peter Gersten, 
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were not shown the affidavit, and therefore left out of the 
decision making process of the case. 

In judgment, the judge presiding agreed that these 
UFO records should remain shielded from the public. He 
agreed that the information the pages held was, in fact, a 
threat to our national security and should not be released. 


| received many documents from the NSA initially, and 
one of those documents was this heavily blacked out, 
twenty-one page document. 

This document has quite a history when dealing with 
the UFO phenomenon. Yet after the Top Secret affidavit | 
received, came an unclassified version of the document. This 
was released to the public which was meant to explain why 
these UFO records were to remain shrouded in secrecy. 

This particular document only stretched fourteen pages. 

This unclassified version was created during the court 
case, along with the Top Secret affidavit. The Top Secret 
version was for the judge, and the public affidavit was given to 
CAUS and to the public. 

The public version gave the history of the NSA, what 
the documents withheld were, and gave the history of the 
court case and FOIA requests made by CAUS and Ground 
Saucer Watch, another active UFO organization at the time. 


This court case was brought on to fight legally for 
special intelligence reports on the subject of UFOs. It was 
unknown what the documents had on them, though CAUS 
knew then the documents would be a crucial part in their 
pursuit of the truth. 

The documents withheld were called Communications 
Intelligence, or COMINT reports. In the public affidavit, it 
explains a little better about what these reports were: 


"10. These COMINT activities include the targeting of 
foreign governments’ communications both within their 
borders and to and from communicants abroad involving the 
use of their own radio transmitter and receiver facilities not 
available for public use. Such communications links are 
known as “government net" communications. A _ foreign 
government may use other means for sending and receiving 
international radio communications in addition to our instead 
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of its own government facilities. (International radio 
communications as used here includes communications 
passed at least in part by wire.) This involves the foreign 
government's use of the facilities of an international 
communications common-carrier which is also available for 
use by the public. Such common-access carriers supply the 
means by which more than half the encrypted and plain text 
radio communications of foreign governments, foreign 
organizations, and their representatives are carried. " 


Later in this affidavit, the NSA explains why these 
COMINT reports are not to be released. 


"16. The COMINT reports being withheld from the 
plaintiff are all based on intercepted foreign communications. 
The disclosure of these records would identify the 
communications that had been successfully intercepted and 
processed for intelligence purposes. No meaningful portion of 
any of the records could be segregated and released 
without identifying the communications underlying the 
communications intelligence report. Also disclosed would be 
the communications lines, channels, links, and systems 
targeted and intercepted and NSA's capabilities to 
successfully process the underlying communications. These 
communications targets and the processing techniques are 
current intelligence sources and methods. Disclosing them 
would permit foreign intelligence officials to draw inferences 
and make assessments about this nation's COMINT 
collection and processing activities that would enable them to 
take counter-measures, as described above, to defeat the 
capabilities of NSA's intelligence gathering techniques." 


It was quite clear that the documents that were fought 
so hard for would not ever be released. The “Top Secret" and 
public affidavits both were one of the first documents | 
received in the package from the NSA. 

An interesting story in just the first thirty-five pages, 
and it did not stop there. There were still over 130 pages to 
sift through, and | was not really sure exactly what | would find. 


There were many UFO sightings in the package, most 
of which are all from the Project Blue Book era in the late 
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1950's. Then | came to a very peculiar document. This was 
a chronology back in 1978, in which an NSA agent attended a 
MUFON symposium in Dayton, Ohio. 

It appeared by the chronology that the agent wanted 
to clear his attending this conference with the NSA, just in 
case there was media attention there, and he was affiliated 
with the conference somehow. The NSA advised this agent to 
keep an extremely low profile, but allowed him to attend. 


At the conference, the NSA agent (name unknown) 
saw a lecture, which he felt, needed a bit more investigation. 
The chronology says the following: 


"Saturday and Sunday, 29-30 July Attended the 
Mutual UFO Network 1978 UFO Symposium, Dayton Ohio. 
On Saturday a program was presented by a Mr. Stringfield 
and as an adjunct he introduced a Mr. Robert Barry. Barry 
discussed, and showed publicly, two letters he allegedly [ 
blacked out ] My immediate opinion was that the letters were 
fraudulent. Sunday | was introduced to Mr. Stringfield and 
requested copies of the letters. | explained that | felt that the 
letters were frauds and that | thought | could possibly have 
them checked out." 


Whatever these letters were, this NSA agent felt he 
could disprove them. The strange thing about this 
paragraph, however, is the blacked out words. 

Only one little part of this paragraph was blacked out, 
though you can tell that this part was public knowledge that 
was talked about at the conference. This told how Mr. Barry 
allegedly got those letters and was it was told to everyone in 
the room, yet the NSA felt it a security risk, and blacked it out 
when they sent the document to me. 


After the agent had received these letters, he was 
going to turn them over to the NSA, and see how they would 
respond. 


Note: Spelling errors in the following paragraph have 
not been corrected from the NSA document. This is an 
example that even the government misspells words from time 
to time. 
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"Thursday, 3 August Contacted NSA [blacked out] on 
the matter of the letters, who inturn referred me to[ blacked 
out J] requested | provide them with copies of the letters, 
which | did, wherein they eventully wrote to Mr. Barry 
explaining that the letters were fraudulent." 


The NSA agent had some suspicions about the 
validity of these letters, and he expressed them to people in 
the UFO community at the symposium. This was another 
strange fact, that the NSA also felt that two of the agents 
suspicions were a security risk, and blacked them all out. 
Only one could be read, but still only in part: 


"2) [blacked out] had some involvement because he 
claimed to know the signer of the letter that Barry received; 
which later on proved to be a non-existent entity, and he 
seemed, through secondhand information, to know too many 
answers to questions about the letters and [blacked out]" 


It appeared the agent did not believe the validity of the 
documents, though his suspicions, both number one and | 
must assume a number three, were all blacked out. 

| say assume number three, because after number 
two, there are 3 full lines blacked out, and a partial fourth line. 
| am assuming this was suspicion number three. 

What could possibly be a risk about someone's 
suspicion that was already stated in a public forum? There 
was no valid reason that the NSA should black out these 
statements. However this is another show of the secrecy 
involved with the UFO phenomenon. 


On the 27th of August that same year, the agent 
recounts a one-hour phone call with a name that was blacked 
out. However, it appears that Barry, the one who originally 
had the letters, was the one that made the call. 

| felt this was Barry because they talked about the 
NSA, connections within the NSA, and asked if his 
employment claims were checked on. The agent said he did 
no checking on this person, though mentioned his name to his 
supervisors, probably when the NSA received the letters Barry 
was holding. 
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This is another example that sifting through the paper 
trails of the NSA is one heck of a challenge. 


The conversation went on to see if this NSA agent 
could do some checking for this unknown individual. Not 
anything covert, but to see what UFO information he could 
come up with. The agent denied being able to get 
anything, because he really did not work in a department that 
would see material like that. 

But this unknown individual told the agent, that you 
could get material declassified, simply by asking for it. The 
agent recounts in the chronology: 


"All in all he was requesting me to watch out for UFO 
related information within NSA, which | tend to do on my own, 
but he was requesting that | pass on what | could. |, all in all, 
left him with the understanding that | was very limited on what 
! could do. | have, to some degree, checked on [blacked out] 
character with some people who have worked with him more 
closely. There is some thought that he would be capable of 
being behind the [blacked out] fraud and that he is apt to go to 
most any length to collect information or to bend facts to fit his 
needs." 


The agent continues... 


"| personally have some fear that now that he has 
made contact with me, he may, either privately, or worse, 
publicly attempt to make it look as if | am an inside contact 
with NSA for him. Or, on the other hand, he may elude to 
having such a contact for years, then when he feels it 
appropriate or when cornered, hope to produce me as that 
contact." 


The chronology ended with a statement of the agent 
being able to handle the situation. It appeared this unknown 
individual was a man who the NSA agent met at the 
conference, and after, looked this NSA agent up in the phone 
book. 


At first, it is a little unclear of exactly why this 
chronology was created. Was it because the NSA knew this 
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agent would be attending this conference? Or was it because 
this unknown individual was trying to solicit information? 

It was not until | got to the end, that | realized it was 
created due to the agent getting contacted for information. 
The title of the chronology was, "Information request 
solicitation." 


Next up in the NSA package was a discovery | knew 
was coming. This was another copy of the four-page 
document regarding the '1976 Iran Incident.’ Remember the 
distribution list, which was explained in the last chapter. The 
NSA was listed on this document. 

The only thing slightly different about this version was 
the attachment of an extremely poor photocopy of a "routing 
and transmittal slip." 

These slips told the origin of the document, and very 
briefly what the document held. It was an extremely hard 
document to read, however, it | have transcribed what | could 
read below: 


"a) (Unreadable full line) 

necessary for a valid study of the UFO phenomenon. 
(Unreadable full line)

"b) The credibility of many of the witnesses was high 
(an Air Force General, qualified aircrews, and 
experienced tower operators) 

c) Visual sightings are confirmed by radar. 

d) Similar electromagnetic effects (unreadable) were 
reported by three separate aircraft. 

e) There were physiological effects on some crew 
members (i.e. loss of night vision due to the brightness 
of the object). 

f) An inordinate amount of maneuver-ability was 
displayed by the UFO's." 


What followed after this transmittal slip was the exact 
copy of the document that was reproduced in the last 
chapter, which came from the DIA. 

Strangely, also in the NSA package was another 
document relating to the '1976 Iran Incident.’ As stated in the 
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last chapter, the Iran Incident was considered "unclassified." 
Though this new report was stamped "secret" and was titled, 
"Now You See It, Now You Don't" by Captain Henry S. 
Shields. | wondered exactly why this report was "secret" 
when it was just relaying a report which was considered 
"unclassified." 


Confused yet? That is okay; it is confusing. The 
bottom line is | now have two reports about the same incident, 
one being the original report considered “unclassified" and 
now this report by a US Air Force Captain considered "secret." 
There had to be a reason this report was classified "secret" so 
| started to read. 


It recounted the same exact story, but the document 
had one major difference. The "secret" version had an 
introduction by Captain Shields, expressing the importance of 
this incident. Captain Shields states: 


"Sometime in his career, each pilot can expect to 
encounter strange, unusual happenings which will never be 
adequately or entirely explained by logic or subsequent 
investigation. The following article recounts just such an 
episode as reported by two F-4 Phantom crews of the Imperial 
Iranian Air Force during late 1976. No additional information 
or explanation of the strange events has been forthcoming; 
the story will be filed away and _ probably 
forgotten, but it makes interesting, and possibly disturbing, 
reading." 


This was a major difference between these two 
reports. Instead of seeing the story recounted from pilots in a 
foreign military, we are seeing the importance of this event 
stressed by a United States Air Force Captain. Was this 
introduction the cause of the "secret" stamp? 


Captain Shields was correct in saying the report would 
be filed away and forgotten. He must have known the 
secrecy involved with the UFO phenomenon. Though being 
in the Air Force, it is strange for him to have the feeling that 
this UFO event is so important, and in his words, "disturbing." 

It was seven years after the Air Force proved that 
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UFOs were nothing more than hallucinations or easily 
explained earth-based objects. So why would Captain 
Shields have such a need to put his own comments about this 
incident on such a report? 


The other difference between the two reports, which 
was rather minor, was the wording. Past that, the documents 
told generally the same tale. They both ended saying 
additional tests were being conducted, but no results had 
been received. 

What caused that "secret" stamp to be placed on the 
Captain Shields report? It must have been Captain Shields' 
name and comments which caused it; showing an 
undeniable fact that even an Air Force Captain sees the 
relevance of such an important event. 

Though like many documents obtained by The Black 
Vault, this along with many others will have to remain a 
mystery, including the next document as well. 


It just so happens that the hardest document to read 
from the NSA happens to have the most interesting title. On 
each page, the words "Poor Original" was on the right hand 
side, showing that there were no clearer copies to be sent. 

This document was titled, "Fragment, Metal, 
Recovered in the Republic of the Congo. Origin Believed to be 
an Unidentified Flying Object." 

The report came complete with pictures and 
diagrams, but it was incredibly hard to read anything or even 
see anything. It appeared the incident happened in 1963, 
which | was hardly able to make out on the first page. Other 
than irrelevant words here and there, almost the entire 
document was completely illegible. 


Along with the reports explained in this chapter and 
those from the Project Blue Book era, the NSA also had 
newspaper clippings in their collection. 

This included articles from the New York Times, 
Frontiers of Science, and the National Enquirer. 

“The National Enquirer?" 

Yes, it appeared that the article entitled, "Govt.'s 
Super Secret Security Agency Warns: Take UFOs Seriously 
or Be Prepared for Sneak Invasion by Space Aliens" was 
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important enough to be saved and filed into the NSA's 
collection. 


This gives a whole new perspective that maybe those 
super-market tabloids occasionally do hold some truth! 


Many valuable pieces of evidence came from the NSA 
alone. As you can tell from this chapter, the history with the 
NSA and the UFO phenomenon is incredibly interesting. Yet 
the story does not stop with just the first package that was 
received. 


As | continued my research within many branches of 
the U.S. Government, the NSA was still a target for 
additional requests. This included subjects like Project 
Aquarius, MJ-12 and more allegedly "leaked" documents, all 
yielding no results. 


While | was looking for additional documents, and 
while | was requesting additional information, | was able to 
finally receive a new package from the NSA with newly 
released UFO documents. This package contained the one 
hundred fifty six COMINT documents that have been 
withheld for so many years. 

| eagerly sifted through the hundreds of newly 
released pages that arrived at my doorstep. | found a never- 
ending pile of blacked out information, with some pages 
having only four words on the entire page that were readable. 
They even went to the trouble to use white out in certain 
locations, which obviously makes it more difficult to see what 
they omitted from the documents. 

This was in February of 1997, and | knew that | was 
one of the very first few people that looked at these 
documents outside of the government itself. This was not only 
a treat for myself, but a discovery that would aide in every 
UFO researchers pursuit of the truth. 


Though, the COMINT reports weren't the only 
documents in the package. Also included was a newly 
redacted Top Secret Affidavit by Eugene Yeates, which was 
talked about earlier in this chapter. This document was a 
little less blacked out than the original, but still was very 
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heavily redacted. 

Truly nothing earth shattering was released with this 
new version though it was showing that the NSA at least 
attempted to release a little more of their archive. 

One thing that was immediately apparent on the 
affidavit was the revealing of the codeword associated with 
this subject matter. When documents are classified as "top 
secret" they have different levels and compartments to that 
information. 

In essence, just because you have a "top secret" 
clearance, does not mean you can read all "top secret” 
information. 

The designation is usually "Top Secret/Codeword" - 
codeword being the level or department of classification. In 
this newly released package, the documents were 
designated, "Top Secret/Umbra.". Umbra being the released 
codeword associated with the material. Before this release, 
the codeword itself was still considered classified, and was 
completely blacked out in the previous version. 


The COMINT reports themselves were so redacted, it 
was difficult to discern exactly what they were saying or 
reporting. With pages upon pages of blacked out 
information, the few words that were readable truly explained 
nothing. 

In almost every COMINT report, each time a UFO 
sighting was reported, the statement "probably balloon" 
always came after the term UFO. In these intercepted 
messages, one must ask if the original messages really held 
that statement of "probably balloon” or if the NSA added that 
statement to downplay the UFO subject. 


Question after question arose with the NSA's 
connection to the UFO phenomenon. Even with the newly 
released material, it was still obvious that the UFO subject 
was one that would remain a heavily guarded secret for quite 
some time. 

As you can tell at this point of the book, the UFO 
history and the U.S. Government extended for quite some 
time after the Project Blue Book era. Again, a contradiction to 
so many statements already given to me, looking at just two 
government agencies already proves this. There are many 
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more to cover, however in the next chapter, | am going to 


switch gears to show exactly what the present day interest in 
the UFO phenomenon is.

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ne of the hardest tasks to undertake while 
researching was the fight with the CIA for all 
UFO documents. For literally two and a half 
years, | had to pursue the truth with the CIA and 
fight to get UFO documents released. 


It all started in a very similar manner to the fight for the 
NSA material. Back in the late 1970's, a court case filed 
against the CIA made available almost 1,000 pages of UFO 
material up to the date of 1979. Since then, this package of 
material was available for purchase for a price tag of over 
$100. 

However | knew that documents through the date of 
1979 were already investigated and critiqued by many of the 
researchers in the field. Further investigation proved that UFO 
documents made after 1979 were still not referenced in any 
CIA letter, and that's when my quest began. 


| filed request after request to the CIA for any UFO 
documents that were created after the date of 1979, and like 
a game, the CIA came back to me each time with their form 
letter on how | can pay for the previously released package. 
In fact, it was about two years of letter writing, waiting, 
question asking, etc., before the CIA finally referenced the 
material | was looking for. The CIA informed me that they 
were currently reviewing the material from 1979, and they 
would contact me when their review was done. 


Six months later, the review was completed. | 
received a letter from the CIA informing me that the review 
was completed, and this new package of UFO material 
consisted of 2,763 pages of material. Now instead of about 
$100 | had to spend, it was going to cost me now almost $300. 

After | was able to raise the money for these 
documents, | wrote the CIA a check, and yet another waiting 
game began. After a few more months of waiting, delivered to 
my doorstep were two large packages from the CIA. What | 
had fought for finally arrived, well over 2 % years since | first 
tried to get them. 


The CIA Documents 


The documents that came from the CIA came in two 
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boxes. The first box | opened up was the previous package of 
all material on UFOs from the CIA archives. Well over 900 
pages, this package consisted of reports that | always wanted 
to find, but were rare. Post 1969 reports, medium to heavy 
blacked out, obviously still secret, these were the reports | 
wanted. Though to reiterate, this package was critiqued by 
many other investigators, so | did not want to spend much 
time with them. 

Instead, | was going for that second box, which was 
even bigger. This box was the material that | fought so hard 
for, and | knew it was material that was not released to anyone 
else outside the government. 

| quickly opened the box, and to my surprise, | found 
nothing even close to what | wanted. 


What was in this newly released material? Not UFO 
reports like | found in the last box, | found thousands of 
newspaper article translations. 


Newspaper article translations? Yes, all from the date 
of 1979 to present day, there was not one report in the entire 
package that looked similar to the package before it. Instead, 
they were all computer printouts of newspaper article 
translations. 

Without getting too discouraged, | went ahead and 
backed myself up, and started sifting through all of the 
material. Let's begin with the first package. 


The material started with documents and reports 
through the Project Blue Book era. Starting with the early 
1950's, the ClAheld many letters to and from many 
laboratories, Universities and private citizens. 


Many were truly uneventful. For example, some letters 
were from the ClAto private citizens asking questions 
regarding the UFO phenomenon. Others would send the CIA 
material on UFOs such as books and their own essays, to get 
the CIA’s response. 

Other letters were much more important, and gave a 
closer look into how the CIA dealt with the UFO phenomenon 
through the 1950's. 

An example of this was the 1953 report by a secret 
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CIA panel known as the “Scientific Advisory Panel on 
Unidentified Flying Objects”. This report offers surprising ways 
of debunking UFO reports, and ways to monitor other private 
organizations involved in investigating UFO reports. 


Ihave decided to include the entire text of the 
Robertson Panel Report and conclusions, so you can get a 
better idea of the mindset this CIA panel had:

PURPOSE 


The purpose of this memorandum is to present: 


a. A brief history of the meetings of the O/SI Advisory Panel 
On Unidentified Flying Objects (Part 1), 


b. An unofficial supplement to the official Panel Report to 
AD/SI setting forth comments and suggestions of the Panel 
Members which they believed were inappropriate for inclusion 
in the formal report (Part II). 


PART I: HISTORY OF MEETINGS 

GENERAL 

After consideration of the subject of "unidentified flying 
objects" at the 4 December meeting of the Intelligence 
Advisory Committee, the following action was agreed: 

"The Director of Central Intelligence will: a. Enlist the services 


of selected scientists to review and appraise the available 
evidence in the light of pertinent scientific theories...." 
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Following the delegation of this action to the Assistant Director 
for Scientific Intelligence and preliminary investigation, 


an Advisory Panel of selected scientists was assembled. In 
cooperation with the Air Technical Intelligence Center, case 
histories of reported sightings and related material were made 
available for their study and consideration. 


Present at the initial meeting (0930 Wednesday, 14 January) 
were: Dr. H. P. Robertson, Dr. Luis W. Alvarez, Dr. Thornton 
Page, Dr. Samuel A. Goudsmit, Mr. Philip G. Strong, Lt. Col. 
Frederick C. E. Oder (P&E Division), Mr. David B. Stevenson 
(W&E Division), and the writer. Panel Member, Dr. Lloyd V. 
Berkner, was absent until Friday afternoon. Messrs. Oder and 
Stevenson were present throughout the sessions to 
familiarize themselves with the subject, represent the 
substantive interest of their Divisions, and assist in 
administrative support of the meetings. (A list of personnel 
concerned with the meetings is given in Tab A.). 


WEDNESDAY MORNING 


The AD/SI opened the meeting, reviewing CIA interest in the 
subject and action taken. This review included the mention of 
the O/SI Study Group of August 1952 (Strong, Eng and 
Durant) culminating in the briefing of the DCI, the ATIC 
November 21 briefing, 4 December IAC consideration, visit to 
ATIC (Chadwell, Robertson and Durant), and O/SI concern 
over potential dangers to national security indirectly related to 
these sightings. Mr. Strong enumerated these potential 
dangers. Following this introduction, Dr. Chadwell turned the 
meeting over to 
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Dr. Robertson as Chairman of the Panel. Dr. Robertson 
enumerated the evidence available and requested 
consideration of specific reports and letters be taken by 
certain individuals present (Tab B). For example, case 
histories involving radar or radar and visual sightings were 
selected for Dr. Alvarez while reports of Green Fireball 
phenomena, nocturnal lights, and suggested programs of 
investigation were routed to Dr. Page. Following these 
remarks, the motion pictures of the sightings at Tremonton, 
Utah (2 July 1952) and Great Falls, Montana (15 August 
1950) were shown. The meeting adjourned at 1200. 


WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON 


The second meeting of the Panel opened at 1400. Lt. R. S. 
Neasham, USN, and Mr. Harry Woo of the USN Photo 
Interpretation Laboratory, Anacostia, presented the results of 
their analyses of the films mentioned above. This analysis 
evoked considerable discussion as elaborated upon below. 
Besides Panel members and CIA personnel, Capt. E. J. 
Ruppelt, Dr. J. Allen Hynek, Mr. Dewey J. Fournet, Capt. 
Harry B. Smith (2-a-2), and Dr. Stephen Possony were 
present. 


Following the Photo Interpretation Lab presentation, Mr. E. J. 
Ruppelt spoke for about 40 minutes on ATIC methods of 
handling and evaluating reports of sightings and their efforts 
to improve the quality of reports. The meeting was adjourned 
at 1715.

THURSDAY MORNING 


The third and fourth meetings of the Panel were held 
Thursday, 15 January, commencing at 0900 with a two-hour 
break for luncheon. Besides Panel members and CIA 
personnel, Mr. Ruppelt and Dr. Hynek were present for both 
sessions. In the morning, Mr. Ruppelt continued his briefing 
on ATIC collection and analysis procedures. The Project 
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STORK support at Battelle Memorial Institute, Columbus, was 
described by Dr. Hynek. A number of case histories were 
discussed in detail and a motion picture film of seagulls was 
shown. A two hour break for lunch was taken at 1200. 
THURSDAY AFTERNOON 


At 1400 hours Lt. Col. Oder gave a 40-minute briefing of 
Project TWINKLE, the investigtory project conducted by the 
Air Force Meteorological Research Center at Cambridge, 
Mass. In this briefing he pointed out the many problems of 
setting up and manning 24-hour instrumentation watches of 
patrol cameras searching for sighting of U.F.O.'s. 


At 1615 Brig. Gen William M. Garland joined the meeting with 
AD/SI. General Garland expressed his support of the Panel's 
efforts and stated three personal opinions: 


a. That greater use of Air Force intelligence officers in the field 
(for follow-up investigation) appeared desirable, but that they 
required thorough briefing.

b. That vigorous effort should be made to declassify as many 
of the reports as possible. 


c. That some increase in the ATIC section devoted to U.F.O. 
analysis was indicated. 


This meeting was adjourned at 1700. 


FRIDAY MORNING 


The fifth session of the Panel convened at 0900 with the same 
personnel present as enumerated for Thursday (with the 
exception of Brig. Gen. Garland). From 0900-1000 there was 
general discussion and study of reference material. Also, Dr. 
Hynek read a prepared paper making certain observations 
and conclusions. At 1000 Mr. Fournet gave a briefing on his 
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fifteen months experience in Washington as Project Officer for 
U.F.0.'s and his personal conclusions. There was 
considerable discussion of individual case histories of 
sightings to which he referred. Following Mr. Fournet's 
presentation, a number of additional case histories were 
examined and discussed with Messrs. Fournet, Ruppelt, and 
Hynek. The meeting adjourned at 1200 for luncheon. 


FRIDAY AFTERNOON 


This session opened at 1400. Besides Panel members and 
CIA personnel, Dr. Hynek was present. Dr. Lloyd V. Berkner, 
as Panel Member, was present at this meeting for the first 
time. Progress of the meetings was reviewed by the Panel 
Chairman and tentative 


&. 


conclusions reached. A general discussion followed and 
tentative recommendations considered. It was agreed that the 
Chairman should draft a report of the Panel to AD/SI that 
evening for review by the Panel the next morning. The 
meeting adjourned at 1715. 


SATURDAY MORNING 


At 0945 the Chairman opened the seventh session and 
submitted a rough draft of the Panel Report to the members. 
This draft had been reviewed and approved earlier by Dr. 
Berkner. The next two and one-half hours were consumed in 
discussion and revision of the draft. At 1100 the AD/SI joined 
the meeting and reported that he had shown and discussed a 
copy of the initial rough draft to the Director of Intelligence, 
USAF, whose reaction was favorable. At 1200 the meeting 
was adjourned. 


SATURDAY AFTERNOON 
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At 1400 the eighth and final meeting of the Panel was opened. 
Discussion and rewording of certain sentences of the Report 
occupied the first hours. (A copy of the final report is 
appended as Tab C.) This was followed by a review of work 
accomplished by the Panel and restatement of individual 
Panel Member's opinions and suggestions on details that 
were felt inappropriate for inclusion in the formal report. It was 
agreed that the writer would incorporate these comments in 
an internal report to the AD/SI. The material below represents 
this information.

PART Il: CONCERNS AND SUGGESTIONS OF PANEL 
GENERAL 


The Panel Members were impressed (as have been others, 
including OS/| personnel) in the lack of sound data in the great 
majority of case histories; also, in the lack of speedy follow-up 
due primarily to the modest size and limited facilities of the 
ATIC section concerned. Among the case histories of 
significant sightings discussed in detail were the following: 


Bellefontaine, Ohio (1 August 1952); Tremonton, Utah (2 July 
1952); Great Falls, Montana (15 August 1950) ; Yaak, 
Montana (1 September 1952); Washington, D.C. area (19 July 
1952); and Haneda A.F.B., Japan (5 August 1952) ; Port 
Huron, Michigan (29 July 1952); and Presque Isle, Maine (10 
October 1952). 


After review and discussion of these cases (and about 15 
others, in less detail), the Panel concluded that reasonable 
explanations could be suggested for most sightings and "by 
deduction and scientific method it could be induced (given 
additional data) that other cases might be explained in a 
similar manner." The Panel pointed out that because of the 
brevity of some sightings (e.g. 2-3 seconds) and the inability 
of the witnesses to express themselves clearly (sometimes) 
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that conclusive explanations could not be expected for every 
case reported. Furthermore, it was considered that, normally, 
it would be a great waste of effort to try to solve most of the 
sightings, unless such action would benefit a training and 
educational program (see below). The writings of Charles Fort 
were referenced to show 


that "strange things in the sky" had been recorded for 
hundreds of years. It appeared obvious that there was no 
single explanation for a majority of the things seen. The 
presence of radar and astronomical specialists on the Panel 
proved of value at once in their confident recognition of 
phenomena related to their fields. It was apparent that 
specialists in such additional fields as _ psychology, 
meteorology, aerodynamics, ornithology and military air 
operations would extend the ability of the Panel to recognize 
many more categories of little-known phenomena. 


ON LACK OF DANGER 


The Panel concluded unanimously that there was no evidence 
of a direct threat to national security in the objects sighted. 
Instances of "Foo Fighters" were cited. These were 
unexplained phenomena sighted by aircraft pilots during 
World War Il in both European and Far East theaters of 
operation wherein "balls of light" would fly near or with the 
aircraft and maneuver rapidly. They were believed to be 
electrostatic (similar to St. Elmo's fire) or electro-magnetic 
phenomena or possibly light reflections from ice crystals in the 
air, but their exact cause or nature was never defined. Both 
Robertson and Alvares had been concerned in the 
investigation of these phenomena, but David T. Griggs 
(Professor of Geophysics at the University of California at Los 
Angeles) is believed to have been the most knowledgeable 
person on this subject. If the term "flying saucers" had been 
popular in 1943-1945, these objects would 
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have been so labeled. It was interesting that in at least two 
cases reviewed that the object sighted was categorized by 
Robertson and Alvarez as probably "Foo Fighters", to date 
unexplained but not dangerous; they were not happy thus to 
dismiss the sightings by calling them names. It was their 
feeling that these phenomena are not beyond the domain of 
present knowledge of physical sciences, however. 


AIR FORCE REPORTING SYSTEM 


It was the Panel's opinion that some of the Air Force concern 
over U.F.O.'s (notwithstanding Air Defense Command anxiety 
over fast radar tracks) was probably caused by public 
pressure. The result today is that the Air Force has instituted 
a fine channel for receiving reports of nearly anything anyone 
sees in the sky and fails to understand. This has been 
particularly encouraged in popular articles on this and other 
subjects, such as space travel and science fiction. The result 
is the mass receipt of low-grade reports which tend to 
overload channels of communication with material quite 
irrelevant to hostile objects that might some day appear. The 
Panel agreed generally that this mass of poor-quality reports 
containing little, if any, scientific data was of no value. Quite 
the opposite, it was possibly dangerous in having a military 
service foster public concern in "nocturnal meandering lights." 
The implication being, since the interested agency was 
military, that these objects were or might be potential direct 
threats to national security. Accordingly, the need for 
deemphasization made itself apparent. Comments on a 
possible educational program are enumerated below. 


a 


It was the opinion of Dr. Robertson that the "saucer" problem 
had been found to be different in nature from the detection 
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and investigation of German V-1 and V-2 guided missiles prior 
to their operational use in World War Il. In this 1943-1944 
intelligence operation (CROSSBOW), there was excellent 
intelligence and by June 1944 there was material evidence of 
the existence of "hardware" obtained from crashed vehicles in 
Sweden. This evidence gave the investigating team a basis 
upon which to operate. The absence of any "hardware" 
resulting from unexplained U.F.O. sightings lends a "will- of- 
the wisp) nature to the ATIC problem. The results of their 
investigation, to date, strongly indicate that no evidence of 
hostile act or danger exists. Furthermore, the current reporting 
system would have little value in the case of detection of 
enemy attack by conventional aircraft or guided missiles; 
under such conditions "hardware" would be available almost 
at once. 


ARTIFACTS OF EXTRATERRESTRIAL ORIGIN 


It was interesting to note that none of the members of the 
Panel were loath to accept that this earth might be visited by 
extraterrestrial intelligent beings of some sort, some day. 
What they did not find was any evidence that related the 
objects sighted to space travelers. Mr. Fournet, in his 
presentation, showed how he had eliminated each of the 
known and probable causes of sightings leaving him "extra- 
terrestrial" as the only one remaining in many cases. 
Fournet's background as an aeronautical engineer and 
technical intelligence

officer (Project Officer, BLUEBOOK for 15 months) could not 
be slighted. However, the Panel could not accept any of the 
cases cited by him because they were raw, unevaluated 
reports. Terrestrial explanations of the sightings were 
suggested in some cases and in others the time of sighting 
was so short as to cause suspicion of visual impressions. It 
was noted by Dr. Goudsmit and others that extraterrestrial 
artifacts, if they did exist, are no cause for alarm; rather, they 
are in the realm of natural phenomena subject to scientific 
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study, just as cosmic rays were at the time of their discovery 
20 to 30 years ago. This was an attitude in which Dr. 
Robertson did not concur, as he felt that such artifacts would 
be of immediate and great concern not only to the U.S. but to 
all countries. (Nothing like a common threat to unite peoples! 
) Dr. Page noted that present astronomical knowledge of the 
solar system makes the existence of intelligent beings (as we 
know the term) elsewhere than on the earth extremely 
unlikely, and the concentration of their attention by any 
controllable means confined to any one continent of the earth 
quite preposterous. 


TREMONTON, UTAH, SIGHTING 


This case was considered significant because of the excellent 
documentary evidence in the form of Kodachrome motion 
picture films (about 1600 frames). The Panel studied these 
films, the case history, ATIC's interpretation, and received a 
briefing by representatives of the USN Photo Interpretation 
Laboratory on their analysis of the film. This team had 
expended (at Air Force request) approximately

1000 man hours of professional and sub-professional time in 
the preparation of graph plots of individual frames of the film, 
showing apparent and relative motion of objects and variation 
in their light intensity. It was the opinion of the PILL. 
representatives that the objects sighted were not birds, 
balloons or aircraft, were "not reflections because there was 
no blinking while passing through 60 degrees of arc” and 
were, therefore, "self-luminous." Plots of motion and variation 
in light intensity of the objects were displayed. While the Panel 
Members were impressed by the evident enthusiasm, industry 
and extent of effort of the PI.L. team, they could not accept 
the conclusions reached. Some of the reasons for this were as 
follows: 


a. A semi-spherical object can readily produce a reflection of 
sunlight without "blinking" through 60 degrees of arc travel. 
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b. Although no data was available on the "albedo" of birds or 
polyethylene balloons in bright sunlight, the apparent motions, 
sizes and brightnesses of the objects were considered 
strongly to suggest birds, particularly after the Panel viewed a 
short film showing high reflectivity of seagulls in bright 
sunlight. 


c. PI.L. description of the objects sighted as "circular, bluish- 
white” in color would be expected in cases of specular 
reflections of sunlight from convex surfaces where the 
brilliance of the reflection would obscure other portions of the 
object. 


«if 2- 


d. Objects in the Great Falls case were believed to have 
probably been aircraft, and the bright lights such reflections. 


e. There was no valid reason for the attempt to relate the 
objects in the Tremonton sighting to those in the Great Falls 
sighting. This may have been due to misunderstandings in 
their directive. The objects in the Great Falls sighting are 
strongly suspected of being reflections of aircraft known to 
have been in the area. 


f, The intensity change in the Tremonton lights was too great 
for acceptance of the PI.L. hypothesis that the apparent 
motion and changing intensity of the lights indicated extremely 
high speed in small orbital paths. 


g. Apparent lack of guidance of investigators by those familiar 
with U.F.O. reports and explanations. 


h. Analysis of light intensity of objects made from duplicate 
rather than original film. The original film was noted to have a 
much lighter background (affecting relative brightness of 
object) and the objects appeared much less bright. 


i. Method of obtaining data of light intensity appeared faulty 
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because of unsuitability of equipment and questionable 
assumptions in making averages of readings. 


j. No data had been obtained on the sensitivity of Kodachrome 
film to light of various intensities using the same camera type 
at the same lens openings.

k. Hand "jitter" frequencies (obtainable from early part of 
Tremonton film) were not removed from the plots of the "single 
pass plots" at the end of the film. 


The Panel believed strongly that the data available on this 
sighting was sufficient for positive identification if further data 
is obtained by photographing polyethylene "pillow" balloons 
released near the site under similar weather conditions, 
checking bird flight and reflection characteristics with 
competent ornithologists and calculating apparent "G" forces 
acting upon objects from their apparent tracks. It was 
concluded that the results of such tests would probably lead 
to creditable explanations of value in an educational or 
training program. However, the Panel noted that the cost in 
technical manpower effort required to follow up and explain 
every one of the thousand or more reports received through 
channels each year (1,900 in 1952) could not be justified. It 
was felt that there will always be sightings, for which complete 
data is lacking, that can only be explained with 
disproportionate effort and with a long time delay, if at all. The 
long delay in explaining a sighting tends to eliminate any 
intelligence value. The educational or training program should 
have as a major purpose the elimination of popular feeling that 
every sighting, no matter how poor the data, must be 
explained in detail. Attention should be directed to the 
requirement among scientists that a new phenomena, to be 
accepted, must be completely and convincingly documented. 
In other words, the burden of proof is on the sighter, not the 
explainer. 
-14- 
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POTENTIAL RELATED DANGERS 


The Panel Members were in agreement with O/SI opinion 
that, although evidence of any direct threat from these 
sightings was wholly lacking, related dangers might well exist 
resulting from: 


a. Misidentification of actual enemy artifacts by defense 
personnel. 


b. Overloading of emergency reporting channels with "false" 
information ("noise to signal ratio" analogy -- Berkner). 


c. Subjectivity of public to mass hysteria and greater 
vulnerability to possible enemy psychological warfare. 


Although not the concern of CIA, the first two of these 
problems may seriously affect the Air Defense intelligence 
system, and should be studied by experts, possibly under 
ADC. If U.F.O.'s become discredited in a reaction to the "flying 
saucer" scare, or if reporting channels are saturated with false 
and poorly documented reports, our capability of detecting 
hostile activity will be reduced. Dr. Page noted that more 
competent screening or filtering of reported sightings at or 
near the source is required, and that this can best be 
accomplished by an educational program. 


GEOGRAPHIC LOCATIONS OF UNIDENTIFIED 
SIGHTINGS 


The map prepared by ATIC showing geographic locations of 
Officially reported unexplained sightings (1952 only) was 
examined by the Panel. This map showed clusters in certain 
strategic areas such as Los Alamos. This might be explained 
on the basis of 24-hour watchful guard and 
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awareness of security measures near such locations. On the 
other hand, there had been no sightings in the vicinity of 
sensitive related AE establishments while there were 
occasionally multiple cases of unexplained sightings in non- 
strategic areas. Furthermore, there appeared to be no logical 
relationship to population centers. The Panel could find no 
ready explanation for these clusters. It was noted, however, 
that if terrestrial artifacts were to be observed it would be likely 
that they would be seen first near foreign areas rather than 
central U. S. 


INSTRUMENTATION TO OBTAIN DATA 


The Panel was of the opinion that the present ATIC program 
to place 100 inexpensive 35 mm. stereo cameras in the hands 
of various airport control tower operators would probably 
produce little valuable data related to U.F.O.'s. However, it 
was recognized that such action would tend to allay public 
concern in the subject until an educational program had taken 
effect. It was believed that procurement of these cameras was 
partly the result of public pressure in July 1952. With the poor 
results of the year-long Project TWINKLE program of 24- 
hours instrumentation watch (two frames of film showing 
nothing distinguishable), a widespread program of sky- 
watching would not be expected to yield much direct data of 
value. 


There was considerable discussion of a possible "sky patrol" 
by amateur astronomers (Hynek) and by wide-angle cameras 
(Page). Dr. Page and Dr. Robertson pointed out that at 
present a considerable fraction 
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of the sky is now -- and has been for many years -- under 
surveillance every clear night in several meteor and aurora 
observing programs as well as sky mapping programs at the 
various locations listed below. Although the attention of these 
astronomers is largely directed toward identified rather than 
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unidentified objects, no case of any striking unidentified object 
is known to Dr. Page or Dr. Hynek. Such an object would most 
certainly be reported if found on patrol plates. 


A case was cited where an astronomer refused to interrupt his 
exposure in order to photograph an alleged sighting in a 
different part of the sky. This led Dr. Hynek to say that, if a 
program of watching could be an adjunct of planned 
astronomical programs, little cost would be involved and that 
the trained astronomical personnel might photograph a 
sighting of an unidentified object. 


The location of some of these programs and their directors are 
believed to be: 


a. Harvard University, Cambridge and New Mexico (meteor 
patrol)-Whipple. 


b. Yerkes Observatory, University of Chicago and Fort Davis, 
Texas (several programs) -- Meinel (auroras), Kuiper 
(asteroids), Morgan (wide angle camera). 


c. University of Alaska, Fairbanks (aurorae) -- Elvey 

d. Dominion Observatory, Ottawa (meteors) -- Millman 

e. Palomar Observatory, California (sky map) -- Minkowski 
f. Lick Observatory, California (sky map) -- Shane

It was agreed by the Panel that no government-sponsored 
program of optical nation-wide sky patrol is worthwhile at the 
present time, and that the encouragement of amateur 
astronomers to undertake such a program might have the 
adverse effect of over-emphasizing "flying saucer" stories in 
the public mind. However, the issue of radar scope cameras 
for recording peculiar radar echoes would serve several 
purposes, including the better understanding of radar 
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interference as well as identification of U.F.O.'s. 


RADAR PROBLEM OF MUTUAL INTERFERENCE 


This characteristic problem of radar operation wherein the 
pulse signal (of approximately the same frequency) from 
station A may be picked up on the screen of station B and 
show as a high-speed track or series of dots was recognized 
to have probably caused a number of U.F.O. reports. This 
problem was underlined by information received indicating 
ADC concern in solving this problem of signal identification 
before service use of very high-speed aircraft or guided 
missiles (1955-1956). Dr. Berkner believed that one answer to 
this problem was the use of a "doppler filter" in the receiving 
circuit. Dr. Alvarez suggested that the problem might be better 
solved by the use of a "controlled jitter" wherein the operator 
receiving "very fast tracks" (on the order of 1000-10,000 
m.p.h.) would operate a circuit which would alter slightly his 
station's pulse frequency rate. If the signal received on the 
screen had been caused by mutual interference with another 
station, the track would now show itself at a different distance 
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from the center of the screen, if it still appeared at all. Dr. 
Alvarez felt such a technical solution was simpler and would 
cost much less than a "doppler filter." 


UNEXPLAINED COSMIC RAY PHENOMENA 


Two reported cases were examined: one at Palomar 
Mountain, California, in October 1949, when cosmic ray 
counters went "off scale for a few seconds,” apparently while 
a "V" of flying saucers was observed visually; and two, a 
series of observations by the “Los Alamos Bird Watchers 
Association" from August 1950 to January 1951, when cosmic 
ray coincidence counters behaved queerly. Circuit diagrams 
and records were available for the latter, and Dr. Alvarez was 
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able quickly to point out that the recorded data were 
undoubtedly due to instrumental effects that would have been 
recognized as such by more experienced observers. 


The implication that radioactive effects were correlated with 
unidentified flying objects in these two cases was, therefore, 
rejected by the Panel. 


EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 


The Panel's concept of a broad educational program 
integrating efforts of all concerned agencies was that it should 
have two major aims: training and "debunking." 


The training aim would result in proper recognition of 
unusually illuminated objects (e.g., balloons, aircraft 
reflections) as well as natural phenomena (meteors, fireballs, 
mirages, noctilucent clouds). Both visual and radar 
recognition are concerned. There would be many 
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levels in such education from enlisted personnel to command 
and research personnel. Relative emphasis and degree of 
explanation of different programs would correspond to the 
categories of duty (e.g., radar operators; pilots; control tower 
operators; Ground Observer Corps personnel; and officers 
and enlisted men in other categories). This training should 
result in a marked reduction in reports caused by 
misidentification and resultant confusion. 


The "debunking" aim would result in reduction in public 
interest in "flying saucers" which today evokes a strong 
psychological reaction. This education could be accomplished 
by mass media such as television, motion pictures, and 
popular articles. Basis of such education would be actual case 
histories which had been puzzling at first but later explained. 
As in the case of conjuring tricks, there is much less 
stimulation if the "secret" is known. Such a program should 
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tend to reduce the current gullibility of the public and 
consequently their susceptibility to clever hostile propaganda. 
The Panel noted that the general absence of Russian 
propaganda based on a subject with so many obvious 
possibilities for exploitation might indicate a possible Russian 
Official policy. 


Members of the Panel had various suggestions related to the 
planning of such an educational program. It was felt strongly 
that psychologists familiar with mass psychology should 
advise on the nature and extent of the program. In this 
connection, Dr. Hadley Cantril (Princeton University) was 
suggested. Cantril authored "Invasion from

Mars," (a study in the psychology of panic, written about the 
famous Orson Welles radio broadcast in 1938) and has since 
performed advanced laboratory studies in the field of 
perception. The names of Don Marquis (University of 
Michigan) and Leo Roston were mentioned as_ possibly 
suitable as consultant psychologists. Also, someone familiar 
with mass communications techniques, perhaps an 
advertising expert, would be helpful. Arthur Godfrey was 
mentioned as possibly a valuable channel of communication 
reaching a mass audience of certain levels. Dr. Berkner 
suggested the U. S. Navy (ONR) Special Devices Center, 
Sands Point, L. |., as a potentially valuable organization to 
assist in such an educational program. The teaching 
techniques used by this agency for aircraft identification 
during the past war was cited as an example of a similar 
educational task. The Jam Handy Co. which made World War 
Il training films (motion picture and slide strips) was also 
suggested, as well as Walt Disney, Inc. animated cartoons. Dr. 
Hynek suggested that the amateur astronomers in the U.S. 
might be a potential source of enthusiastic talent "to spread 
the gospel." It was believed that business clubs, high schools, 
colleges, and television stations would all be pleased to 
cooperate in the showing of documentary type motion pictures 
if prepared in an interesting manner. The use of true cases 
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showing first the "mystery" and then the "explanation" would 
be forceful. 


To plan and execute such a program, the Panel believed was 
no mean task. The current investigatory group at ATIC would, 
of necessity, have to be closely integrated for support with 
respect to not only the 
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historical cases but the current ones. Recent cases are 
probably much more susceptible to explanation than older 
ones; first, because of ATIC's experience and, secondly, their 
knowledge of most plausible explanations. The Panel 
believed that some expansion of the ATIC effort would 
certainly be required to support such a program. It was 
believed inappropriate to state exactly how large a Table of 
Organization would be required. Captain Ruppelt of ATIC 
unofficially proposed, for purposes of analyzing and 
evaluating reports: 


a. An analysts’ panel of four officers 
b. Four officer investigators 

c. A briefing officer 

d. An ADC liaison officer 

e. A weather and balloon data officer 
f. An astronomical consultant 


g. A group Leader, with administrative assistant, file clerks 
and stenographers. 


This proposal met with generally favorable comment. The 
Panel believed that, with ATIC's support, the educational pro 
gram of "training and debunking" outlined above might be 
required for a minimum of one and one-half to two years. At 
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the end of this time, the dangers related to "flying saucers" 
should have been greatly reduced if not eliminated. 
Cooperation from other military services and agencies 
concerned (e.g., Federal Civil Defense Administration) would 
be a necessity. In investigating significant cases (such as the 
Trementon, Utah, sighting controlled experiments might be 
required. An example 
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would be the photographing of "pillow balloons" at different 
distances under similar weather conditions at the site. 


The help of one or two psychologists and writers and a 
subcontractor to produce training films would be necessary in 
addition. The Panel considered that ATIC’s efforts, temporarily 
expanded as necessary, could be most useful in implementing 
any action taken as a result of its recommendations. 
Experience and records in ATIC would be of value in both the 
public educational and service training program envisaged. 
Dr. Robertson at least was of the opinion that after public 
gullibility lessened and the service organizations, such as 
ADC, had been trained to sift out the more readily explained 
spurious sightings, there would still be a role for a very 
modest-sized ATIC section to cope with the residuum of items 
of possible scientific intelligence value. This section should 
concentrate on energetically following up (perhaps on the 
advice of qualified Air Force Scientific Advisory Board 
members) those cases which seemed to indicate the evidence 
of unconventional enemy artifacts. Reports of such artifacts 
would be expected to arise mainly from Western outposts in 
far closer proximity to the Iron Curtain than Lubbock, Texas! 


UNOFFICIAL INVESTIGATING GROUPS 


The Panel took cognizance of the existence of such groups as 
the "Civilian Flying Saucer Investigators" (Los Angeles) and 
the "Aerial Phenomena Research Organization (Wisconsin). It 
was believed that such organizations should be watched 
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because of their potentially 
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great influence on mass thinking if widespread sightings 
should occur. The apparent irresponsibility and the possible 
use of such groups for subversive purposes should be kept in 
mind. 


INCREASE IN NUMBER OF SIGHTINGS 


The consensus of the Panel was, based upon the history of 
the subject, that the number of sightings could be reasonably 
expected to increase again this summer.

REPORT OF THE SCIENTIFIC PANEL ON UNIDENTIFIED 
FLYING OBJECTS 


1. Pursuant to the request of the Assistant Director for 
Scientific Intelligence, the undersigned Panel of Scientific 
Consultants has met to evaluate any possible threat to 
national security posed by Unidentified Flying Objects ("Flying 
Saucers"), and to make recommendations thereon. The Panel 
has received the evidence as presented by cognizant 
intelligence agencies, primarily the Air Technical Intelligence 
Center, and has reviewed a selection of the best documented 
incidents. 


2. As a result of its considerations, the Panel concludes: 
a. That the evidence presented on Unidentified Flying Objects 


shows no indication that these phenomena constitute a direct 
physical threat to national security. 
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We firmly believe that there is no residuum of cases which 
indicates phenomena which are attributable to foreign artifacts 
capable of hostile acts, and that there is no evidence that the 
phenomena indicates a need for the revision of current 
scientific concepts. 


3. The Panel further concludes: 


a. That the continued emphasis on the reporting of these 
phenomena does, in these perilous times, result in a threat to 
the orderly functioning of the protective organs of the body 
politic. 


We cite as examples the clogging of channels of 
communication by irrelevant reports, the danger of being led 
by continued false alarms to ignore real 


indications of hostile action, and the cultivation of a morbid 
national psychology in which skillful hostile propaganda could 
induce hysterical behavior and harmful distrust of duty 
constituted authority. 


4. In order most effectively to strengthen the national facilities 
for the timely recognition and the appropriate handling of true 
indications of hostile action, and to minimize the concomitant 
dangers alluded to above, the Panel recommends: 


a. That the national security agencies take immediate steps to 
strip the Unidentified Flying Objects of the special status they 
have been given and the aura of mystery they have 
unfortunately acquired; 


b. That the national security agencies institute policies on 
intelligence, training, and public education designed to 
prepare the material defenses and the morale of the country 
to recognize most promptly and to react most effectively to 
true indications of hostile intent or action. 


We suggest that these aims may be achieved by an integrated 
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program designed to reassure the public of the total lack of 
evidence of inimical forces behind the phenomenon, to train 
personnel to recognize and reject false indications quickly and 
effectively, and to strengthen regular channels for the 
evaluation of and prompt reaction to true indications of hostile 
measures.

As you can tell by the Robertson Panel report, there is 
a lot of history regarding the UFO phenomenon, and the CIA.

This now brings us to another strange part of this 
twisted tale of conspiracies. If the Robertson Panel

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national security, then why did pages from their own archives 
appear completely blacked out (see next page)? 


Many other blacked out pages appeared in this 
package as well, but let me now discuss the newly released 
material. 

As stated in the beginning of this chapter, the newly 
released CIA UFO material were simply newspaper article 
translations. This was extremely bizarre, because of of what | 
just discussed, and these newly released computer printouts. 
Let me explain. 


When the CIA first released their UFO records, it was 
due to a FOIA request / appeal that forced the CIA to release 
them. This document release was not planned by the CIA. 

After this date in 1979, the CIA addressed not one 
page of material in their archives. Instead, they simply sold the 
previously released package to requesters, and they never 
handled anything relating to documents after 1979. 


When I began researching with the CIA, | knew this 
fact, which is why | fought so hard for the records from the 
past 25 years, since the CIA would never address them. 

After the dust settled, and a small victory went to The 
Black Vault and it’s research, all that was to be found were 
these translated newspaper articles. 

This is where | hope it does not get confusing, but 
does it make sense that the ClAstopped collecting UFO 
reports, stopped drafting letters and corresponding with 
citizens, and completely stopped archiving UFO material 
other than these newspaper articles, the same exact year that 
a FOIA requester demanded the release of records? 

Maybe a different way to ask this question would be to 
ask if it seemed more plausible that the CIA was only trying to 
comply with my years of research, by saying they released 
every UFO report they had. It appeared to me, and by the 
evidence, that the ClAonly punched in one term to a 
computer database, “Unidentified Flying Object” and printed 
out everything that came up. 


Let me explain why | feel this way. When perusing the

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computerized text with one word and 1 phrase in BOLD. This 
shows me that this was the key term searched for in a 
computer database, and the computer released all documents 
that came up. 

This resulted in a few thousand pages of newspaper 
articles, up to the present day. Yet what was strange, was it 
took over two years for the ClAto do this. It takes but 20 
seconds to search a database, and maybe a day of printing. 
There should be no review of the documents, since they were 
all public domain newspapers, so why the HUGE delay in 
getting these documents out? 


From the above example, this is why | feel the CIA 
simply searched a seperate newspaper database, spit out the 
pages, all to say they complied with my request, and for me to 
leave them alone. 


With that theory out of the way, let me address the 
more interesting documents (the few there were).

Translated articles such as these proved only one 
thing. The fact that the CIA still, after all of these years, 
actively collected UFO reports, records and newspaper 
article, but for what reason?

Then the object moved back into my yard and rose to a height of about five feet.

Chapter 10 It Never Stopped 


ne of the clearest points that the U.S. 
Government attempts to claim is that all UFO 
research was stopped when Project Blue Book 
was closed. There were different versions of the 
fact sheet, yet they all said generally the same 


thing. There is no current investigation of the UFO 
phenomenon, by any branch of the government. 


It took merely months to prove that many branches of 
the U.S. Government still collected UFO reports. In the past 
two chapters, you have seen an example of that already. 
Though the next string of discoveries took years to complete, 
and clearly shows the magnitude of the UFO cover-up. 


Back in March of 1966, the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
created a joint publication for the Canadian military and the 
U.S. military. This publication was known as, "Joint Army 
Navy Air Force Publication 146(e) - Canadian - United States 
Communications Instructions for Reporting Vital Intelligence 
Sightings," or known is short, JANAP 146(e). 

This publication outlined a procedure for the reporting 
of certain sightings enlisted personnel might encounter. 

In Chapter II, the publication lists certain items that must be 
reported. The publication lists them in the following order: 


"(a) Hostile or unidentified single aircraft or formations 

of aircraft which appear to be directed against the 

United States of Canada or their forces. 

(b) Missiles 

(c) Unidentified Flying Objects 

(d) Hostile or unidentified submarines 

(e) Hostile or unidentified group or groups of military 

surface vessels. 

(f) Individual surface vessels, submarines, or aircraft 

of unconventional design, or engaged in suspicious 

activity or observed in a location or on a course which 

may be interpreted as constituting a threat to the 

United States, Canada or their forces." 

As you can tell by the list, UFOs was the third listed 
item to be reported. Though the publication date was March of 
1966, while Project Blue Book was still active. It was still a 
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time where active UFO investigations were taking place. 

It wasn't until three years after this publication was created, 
that Project Blue Book was terminated. 

When 1969 came around, however, the publication 
went untouched. It actually was not updated until 1977, when 
the current revision would come about. 

There was a mistake, or at least, it must have been a 
mistake. In the revision of the document when phone 
numbers are updated, the publication is re-worded, additions 
and subtractions are made, address changes are noted etc., 
UFOs went untouched in the publication. 

Even eight years after Project Blue Book, more than 
enough time to see the memo of the project being cancelled, 
UFOs still remained. To date, JANAP 146(e), is still active, 
and reports are still being generated under this publication. 


These reports made under this publication are called 

‘CIRVIS' reports. The acronym stands for “Communications 
Instructions for Reporting Vital Intelligence Sightings." 
Once | knew this publication dealt with the UFO phenomenon, 
my next step would be to find where these reports were sent. 
| knew that there had to be one central location that collected 
all of these 'CIRVIS' records. 


On page 3-6, the distribution list was stated. On the 
list, was the North American Air Defense Command, or better 
known as NORAD. This was the agency responsible for 
housing and collecting these CIRVIS reports, and essentially 
it was NORAD then who would have the UFO records 
associated with CIRVIS. 


| filed a request to NORAD, requesting all 
documentation on UFOs, but | never mentioned JANAP 
146(e). | did not want to limit the scope of my request, just in 
case there was more UFO documentation to be found. | 
learned if | am as broad as possible (within reason), | 
generally come up with more responsive documents. Another 
game the FOIA officers who handle requests like to play: the 
word games. If it is not worded correctly, they will play off the 
words, and say that the documents do not exist. 

The response | received from NORAD was a bit 
unbelievable: 
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"NORAD is a binational command established by 
Volume 33, United States Treaties (UST), page 1277, 
subject to control of both Canadian and US 
Government agencies as defined in the Act and is 
subsequently not subject to the US FOIA." 


How convenient was this? The one agency that these 
CIRVIS records are sent to, happens to be one of two 
agencies that the FOIA does not apply to (the other being the 
White House). The NORAD installation could be holding 
thousands upon thousands of UFO sightings from all over the 
U.S. and Canada, yet the public will never have access to 
them. 

NORAD goes on to state in their letter a restatement 
of what | already knew: 


“Regarding UFO/UAO phenomenon, we have no 
documentation, archived or otherwise, regarding this 
type phenomenon and have not documented this 
type of information or maintained a database on 
same since the official closing of 'Project Blue Book’ 
in 1969." 


After this letter was received, | knew there had to be 
documentation in their archive. | sent them another letter a 
few weeks later, referencing JANAP 146(e) and the fact that 
UFOs is clearly listed in this publication with NORAD in the 
distribution list. 

The response | received to this letter was even more 
unbelievable than the first: 


"Lam not familiar with the Joint Army Navy Air Force 
(JANAP) Publication 146(E), so perhaps you could 
mail or fax ((719) 554-3165/4072) me the specific 
pages that relate to NORAD and UFO report to 
possibly determine an Office of Primary 
Responsibility (OPR)?" 


Was | reading this correctly? After a couple of years 


of requesting information from the government, the 
government was now requesting information from me? As 
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humorous as this sounds now, it was quite frustrating at the 
time! 

So | created a letter back to NORAD, citing JANAP 
146(e) and saying if they wanted a copy, they could write to 
the Office of the Assistant Secretary of Defense, which is 
where | got my copy. 


After citing UFOs still being listed, and citing that 
NORAD was on the distribution list, NORAD responded by 
saying they have never found any "CIRVIS" records 
throughout their holdings for past requesters. 

At first NORAD claims they don't know what JANAP 
146(e) is, yet now NORAD said they received requests in the 
past, and never found anything. This was a heck of a game 
they were playing, and quite a frustrating one at that. 


Yet in that game they were playing, they gave me a 
hint that | missed for over a year and a half. When re-reading 
their letter stating why they were not subject to the "US FOIA," 
they stated the reason of why as being they are also under the 
control of the Canadian government as well. 

Why did | miss this the first time? This means | still 
have one government that | could go through to obtain this 
information. | had to find out if Canada had an equivalent to 
the FOIA where | could query their own agencies, and in fact, 
they did. 


It was called the ‘Access to Information Act,’ and 
operated very similarly to the U.S. FOIA. Though before | 
began, | took a deep breath asking myself, "You spent years 
attempting to understand one government, and am still having 
a difficult time. Now you are going to attempt to learn another 
government as well?" 

The answer had to be, "Yes!" This could be my ticket 
to proving one of the largest fallacies the government has 
given me to date. 

So | looked on the Internet, which has become my 
best friend by this point, to look for what Canadian agency | 
would hit first. 


| learned of the Department of National Defence 
(DND), the Canadian equivalent to the U.S. Department of 
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Defense (DoD). | decided that instead of using postal mail, | 
would make a phone call and just ask if a U.S. citizen could 
request under the Access to Information Act. This would save 
a lot of time, and potential hassle. 

The man answered the telephone at the DND, in the 
Access to Information office located there. | told him | had a 
question, and asked, "Can a U.S. citizen request information 
under the Access to Information Act?" 

He though for a minute, and wearily said, "Well... if the 
information has been released before, | don't see why not." 
So | continued by telling him exactly what | was looking for. 

"Sir, | am looking for documents called ‘CIRVIS' 
reports, on the subject of Unidentified Flying..." He 
interrupted by saying, "Oh Yeah. | have those right here." 

"I'm sorry?" | asked. | had no idea why he had those 
in front of him, plus | wanted to make sure | understood what 
he said. He had no prior knowledge of who | was, the 
research | was conducting, or even the fact that | would call at 
all. 

"Oh, | have them right here. | like to keep them handy" 
he said. 

Why in the world would he have these records on his 
desk? Part of me is still kicking myself for not asking why, but 
| did not want to seem too inquisitive; | did not want to harm 
my chances in getting these documents. 

"Is there a way | could obtain these?" | asked him. 

These 'CIRVIS' records would be a gold mine if | could 
get them. They would definitely prove that NORAD was not 
entirely truthful, since JANAP 146(e) says that all 'CIRVIS' 
records are sent to NORAD. 

"Yes," he responded, "Do you have a Visa?" 

Yikes, a Visa? | wondered how many thousand he 
had, if he was requesting payment for them. 

“How many do you have?" | asked fearfully. 

"Well..." he said. | heard him fidgeting through the 
papers over the phone. 

| most patiently waited until | heard, "About eighty 
pages or so." 

Of course | whipped out that Visa card faster than | 
ever have before, and most graciously allowed him to charge 
$2.80 for the records. 

Though curiosity still got the best of me, and | had to 
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ask another question while he was processing the card. 
"What are the dates of the records?" 

If | were dealing with Project Blue Book era 
documents, there really would not be a cover-up exposed 
here. NORAD admitted to collecting UFO reports during 
Project Blue Book, but stopped in 1969. | was crossing my 
fingers these documents were after this date. 


| again heard him fumble through the documents, and 
he answered, "| have them from about 1995, to October of last 
year." 

This was in 2001, so ‘last year’ was in 2000. 

“Thank you so much!" | told him. And he responded, 

"Well, these aren't all of them, you know." 

"What do you mean?" | asked. 

“Most of the UFO records are in the archives," he said, 
obviously referencing the Canadian equivalent to the U.S. 
National Archives. 

He ended by saying they had thousands of records 
over there. 

| said, "Thank you" to him again, and got off the 
telephone. 

| took the archives lead, but the archives in Canada 
never returned any call, letter, or e-mail that | sent to them. 


Within a few weeks, the documents came from the 
Canadian DND. | tore the envelope open, and quickly pulled 
out the documents. 

| was looking at UFO reports from mostly parts of 
Canada, but clearly showed that these 'CIRVIS' reports were 
genuine. These records described "Flying V" formations like 
the "Phoenix Lights" to "cigar-shaped" UFOs. This was 
definitely a find that was worth investigating some more. 


Below, | have transcribed excerpts from only some of 
the more interesting reports (note [whited out] depicts area 
that were omitted by the Canadian Government, instead of 
using the tradition black): 


"ONE BRIGHT FLASHING LIGHT MOVING BACK 
AND FORTH ACROSS THE SKY" 
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"SAW ONE HUGE ORANGE FIRE BALL HEADING 
EAST TO WEST WITH A TRAIL OF FIRE ABOUT 
4FTINHEIGHT AND ABOUT 8FTINLENGTH. THE 
FLAME BURNED OUT AND [ WHITED OUT ] COULD 
SEE A BLACK ROUND SMOKING OBJECT AND 
THEN DISSAPPEARED." 


"1. ON 08 DEC 98, 2345L, [ WHITED OUT ] 
OBSERVED A STRANGE OBJECT IN THE SKY 
ABOVE TRENTON. [ WHITED OUT ] AND HER 
HUSBAND [ WHITED OUT ] OBSERVED THE 
OBJECT LOW IN THE NORTH WEST SKYLINE AS 
THEY WERE DRIVING FROM THE GLEN MILLER 
AREA TOWARDS TRENTON 

2 THEY OBSERVED THAT THE OBJECT 
APPEARED TO BE STATIONARY UPSIDE TOWN 
TRIANGLE WITHA RED LIGHT AT THE APEX. THE 
SKY CONDITIONS WERE CLEAR AND MOONLIT. 
THEY THOUGHT THE OBJECT COULD HAVE 
BEEN THE INTERNATIONAL SPACE STATION. [ 
WHITED OUT ] CALLED HER FRIEND, [ WHITED 
OUT ] WHOME THEY HAD JUST VISITED AND 
ASKED HER IF SHE COULD SEE THE SAME 
OBJECT IN THE SKYLINE. HER FRIEND 
CONFIRMED THAT SHE SAW THE SAME OBJECT 
BUT HAD NO IDEA WHAT IT COULD BE." 


"OBJECT WAS SEEN HOVERING APPROX 75 FT 
ABV BOOKSTORE. CRAFT DESCRIBED AS 
QUOTE SHINY UNQUOTE ALUMINUM OR SILVER 
COLOURED DISC, 75-80 FT IN DIAMETER, WITH A 
ROW OF COLOURED LIGHTS ON THE BOTTOM 
AND A SMALL DOME ON TOP OBJ HOVER 
DESCRIBED AS QUOTE WOBBLY UNQUOTE WITH 
ERRATIC LATERIAL MOVEMENTS. AFTER A 
MINUTE OR TWO IN THE HOVER, THE OBJECT 
TURNED UPSIDE-DOWN FOR 2-3 SECONDS, 
THEN RIGHTED ITSELF AND SHOW STRAIGHT UP 
TO AN ALTITUDE OF APPROX. 1/2 TO 3/4 MILE. 
LIGHTS ON BOTTOM EXTINGUISHED DURING 
ASCENT. OBJ RESUMED HOVER AT ALTITUDE 
FOR A FURTHER ONE OF TWO MINUTES, THEN 
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QUOTE BLINKED OUT UNQUOTE." 


Various dates through the mid 1990's on, the UFO 
documents | received from the Canadian Government only 
confirmed the existence of this phenomenon even greater. It 
showed beyond any reasonable doubt that NORAD was in 
fact collecting these records. 

The fact they claimed they had no idea what JANAP 
146(e) was, was also another fallacy exposed from the find of 
these documents. 


Though one other document turned up in the 
Canadian release, which was not a 'CIRVIS' report itself, but 
was from a Canadian manual that | could not quickly identify. 

With a little bit of research in reading the two page 
excerpt, | realized this was from a manual that instructed all 
commercial pilots to report UFOs and create a 'CIRVIS' report. 

Now | had the addition of commercial pilots as well as 
military. It appeared to be the Canadian equivalent to our 
FAA, and they would file UFO sightings under the "CIRVIS" 
heading. These reports were to be sent to the Transport 
Canada Aviation Ops Centre. 

The manual excerpt that was received said the 
following: 


"Ref: GPH 204 SECTION 6 - PILOT REPORTS 


CIRVIS reports should be made immediately upon a 
vital intelligence sighting of any airborne, waterborne 
and ground objects or activities which appear to be 
hostile, suspicious, unidentified or engaged in 
possible illegal smuggling activity. 


Examples of events requiring CIRVIS reports are: 


- unidentified flying objects; 

- submarines or warships which are not 
Canadian or American; 

- violent explosions; and 

- unexplained or unusual activity in Polar 
regions, abandoned airstrips or other remote, sparsely 
populated areas.” 
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Even in this Canadian manual, wording is very similar 
to that of JANAP 146(e), though one major difference was 
immediately noticed. Instead of UFOs being number three on 
the list, it was number one. Notto say the items listed were in 
any particular order, the next excerpt from the manual shows 
that UFOs was a bit more important than in JANAP 146(e): 


"If you receive a message reporting a UFO/CIRVIS 
sighting, ensure that the above mentioned 
addressees are listed on the message. If not, it is the 
responsibility to the DWO/T to retransmit the original 
report to the required location. 


UFO Sighting file number is 2000-13 


Transport Canada Aviation Ops Centre 
Supervisor - Mike Hunzicker (81-947-5125) 
Ops 81-947-5140 (non-emergency) 
81-842-6853 (emergency) 
1-877-992-6853 (commercial) 
1-613-993-7768 (fax)" 


UFOs even received their own filing number. The 
other items in the list were not mentioned again in the excerpt 
| received. So this Canadian publication felt UFOs were a bit 
more important than the others. 


After this document was read, | put some time to think 
about what my next move would be. | could prove beyond any 
shadow of a doubt that the Canadian Government was still 
active in researching the phenomenon, but it did not prove 
enough for me to be happy with the evidence to show there 
was a U.S. connection as well. 

| wanted to find some connection within the U.S. 
Government that still proved UFOs were an interest. 

So then | began my quest for 'CIRVIS' information, 
and yet again got way more than | bargained for! 


| figured since the Canadian commercial pilots were 


instructed to report UFOs, | thought maybe our commercial 
pilots in the states would be as well. | logged back onto the

Internet, and went to the official homepage for the Federal 
Aviation Administration, or better known as the FAA. 

| used their website search engine to search for 
"CIRVIS" to see what | could come up with. Sure enough, | 
got a few matches. The first hit was an acronym list; those 
abbreviations that the government loved to use that made 
things quite confusing at times. 

"CIRVIS" - Communications Instructions For Report 
Vital Intelligence Sightings - was one of those acronyms listed 
in the official FAA list. This told me immediately there was at 
least one document that had this acronym in it. 


With a little bit of research, | finally found that 
document. 


The title and section was "7110.10N, Flight Services - 
Chapter 6, Section 5 - Subsection 6 - Paragraph d." This was 
where | found the reference | needed to 'CIRVIS'. It stated the 
following: 


"d. CIRVIS. 


1. JANAP  146(E), Canadian-United States 
Communications Instructions for Reporting Vital 
Intelligence Sightings, is an _— unclassified, 
nonregistered publication, prepared by the U.S. 
Military Communications-Electronics Board in 
conjunction with Canada for joint U.S. and Canadian 
use. The Flight Information Publication (FLIP), Flight 
Information Handbook (FIH), Section B, containing 
extracts from JANAP 146(E), should be in all facilities. 


2. Relay CIRVIS reports by the most expeditious 
means to the appropriate ARTCC." 


This made reference to JANAP 146(e), and instructed 
all commercial aviation pilots to follow this guide. It even went 
on to say that a copy of JANAP 146(e) "should be in all 
facilities." 

This was a major find for me. This told me that 
regardless of what the military was saying, our commercial 
pilots were obviously still seeing these UFOs. When | say still, 
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| mean present day. 

The manual, in tact with references to JANAP 146(e), 
was last revised on February 21, 2002. The UFO reporting 
procedure for the commercial aviation pilots was alive and 
well. 


Again | wanted more. This was a big find that | knew 
needed more attention, but | felt that | could get lucky, and find 
a military reference as well. 

This would have to exist if | wanted to prove beyond 
any shadow of a doubt, the government along with 
commercial pilots as well, were seeing these UFOs. 


| turned back again to the Internet to search for what 
it may have held on the subject. | searched AltaVista, a very 
popular search engine, for the keyword, "CIRVIS." 


At the time | did this research, which was on August 
14, 2000, | came up with five hundred and seventy three sites 
to look through. At the time that | wrote this book, it was only 
two hundred and forty nine. 

Though it did not take long to figure out that the sites 
were all about JANAP 146(e), or companies with the acronym 
CIRVIS, but nothing really important or new. 

That is, until | got to hit number twenty in the results. 
This had the title, "AF Instruction 10-206: Table of Contents" 
and was indexed from an Air Force server. | thought that this 
was quite peculiar, as | did not know why an Air Force server 
would be a hit for the keyword "CIRVIS." 


So | clicked on the link, waiting for the server to 
respond. Wouldn't you know? The server was down. It took 
forever tg,load, and then it would begin to transfer data, and 
then wait again. | literally let the computer sit for over an hour 
to get the page to load, and it did not. 

| thought this was equally as strange, because with all 
the experience | had at this point with web servers, | should 
have gotten a timed-out error or something. 

But it just sat there. 

| noticed the address, _ starting with an 
http://pdo.pdc.aia.af.mil/. So | began to play around with the 
address. | typed it in different ways thinking | might hit the 
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home page that actually did work, and then | could continue 
doing research on whatever this "AF Instruction 10-206" was. 


| finally got a page to load, and it said the database 
was being moved, and forwarded me to another web address. 
This site was one that listed thousands of Air Force manuals, 
publications and instructions. The server undergoing 
maintenance also explained the large amount of time it took 
for the server to load. 


| searched for "AF Instruction 10-206" on this new 
server, and hit a match. | printed out the document, all twenty 
pages or so, and it had nothing to do with the keyword 
"CIRVIS" or UFOs. 

There had to be a mistake. Why would AltaVista 
come up with this indexed page, then when | finally find the 
document, it mysteriously has no mention of CIRVIS? 

Then | realized my mistake when | peered at the top 
corner of this publication. It said, "Air Intelligence Agency 
Instruction 10-206." | was looking for "Air Force Instruction 
10-206." This was beginning to get quite confusing. 


After figuring out this minor blunder, | started 
searching for the correct document. Though what AltaVista 
said was "Air Force Instruction 10-206" in the search results, 
| was actually looking for “Air Force Manual 10-206." Again, 
quite a confusing twist. 

Unclear why AltaVista indexed the ‘instruction’ 
associated with 'CIRVIS', | finally got myself on track and 
searching for "Air Force Manual 10-206" (AFMAN 10-206). 


At the time, AFMAN 10-206 was not available on the 
Internet, and | had to request this manual from the Air Force 
itself. | was forwarded to the National Technical Information 
Service (NTIS), an agency who's responsibility was to sell 
documents to the public. 

Paying around thirty dollars for the manual, | received 
it weeks after | sent payment. Sure enough, after months of 
confusing work as you can tell, | finally made the discovery | 
was looking for. 


| received the manual and immediately turned to the 
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Table of Contents to see what | might find. Fairly generic 
information in the first few chapters, but when | got to Chapter 
five, | knew | hit the jackpot: 


"Chapter 5 - COMMUNICATIONS INSTRUCTIONS 
FOR REPORTING VITAL INTELLIGENCE 
SIGHTINGS (CIRVIS)" 


This was an entire chapter devoted to 'CIRVIS!" So | 
immediately went to chapter five to see what it said. 

Unlike the FAA manual, which merely references 
JANAP 146(e), this Air Force manual clearly reiterates what 
JANAP 146(e) instructs to report. 


Referencing the JANAP 146(e) publication, the 
manual continues with the following: 


"5.1. Subject and Purpose. This report provides vital 
information to the security of the United States and 
Canada which, inthe opinion of the observer, requires 
very urgent defensive action or investigation by the 
US and or Canadian Armed Forces. 


5.2. Reference Materials. Joint Army, Navy, Air Force 
Publication (JANAP 146). 


5.3. Submitted By. Any Air Force personnel. 
5.4. Submitted To: 


5.4.1. Airborne reports: US or Canadian military or 
civilian communications facility. 

5.4.2. Post-landing reports: Commander in Chief, 
North American Aerospace Defense Command 
(NORAD), Cheyenne Mt, Colorado, or HQ Northern 
NORAD Region, North Bay, Ontario, Canada, 
whichever is more convenient. If landing outside 
Canadian or US territories, submit reports through the 
nearest US or Canadian military or diplomatic 
representative. 


5.5. When Submitted. As soon as possible after the 
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intelligence sighting. 


5.6. How Submitted. Reports are normally 
UNCLASSIFIED but handled as For Official Use Only. 


5.6.1. Use the most rapid means of transmission 
available. For airborne reports use the same 
procedures as for air traffic control. When pilots 
cannot establish contact with a ground station, make 
maximum effort to relay the report via other aircraft. 


5.6.2. To avoid delays while airborne, repeat the word 
CIRVIS three times before the message to preempt all 
other communications (except distress and urgency). 
If this fails to clear the frequencies, use the 
International Urgency Signal "PAN" spoken three 
times. For the ground relay of airborne reports or post- 
landing reports, use FLASH precedence." 


Clearly, this manual stated that 'CIRVIS'’ messages 
were extremely important. It applied to all "Air Force 
Personnel" and was for ‘Official Use Only’. 

Though the most interesting part above, was the 
"Submitted To:" section. It clearly states NORAD as being 
one of the two places to receive these 'CIRVIS' reports from 
all Air Force personnel. 


This was a major find! Though a confusing and hard- 
to-follow paper trail, the end result was irrefutable. This was 
a U.S. Air Force connection to present day investigations of 
UFOs, because the most interesting part of this manual was 
the date - 8 June 2001. 

This was black and white proof to completely 
contradict years of statements being given to me. Firstly, the 
Air Force ‘fact sheet' on UFOs stated that in 1969 all UFO 
investigations were stopped. 

On the contrary, an Air Force manual still exists to 
specifically mention UFOs. 


The second contradiction was the signed letter from 


NORAD claiming no interest or data collection since 1969. 
Another fallacy, since NORAD was one of the prime targets 
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that 'CIRVIS' reports were sent to. 


JANAP 146(e) was the basis for all UFO research and 
reporting, but the connections to the U.S. Government and 
Canadian Government were indisputable. 

Finally | had what | needed to clearly show the UFO 
phenomenon was not a dead subject within the walls of the 
U.S. Government. Instead, both commercial and military 
pilots both were clearly instructed to report UFOs as they see 
them, and send them to an agency that claimed no interest. 


Are we dealing with a phenomenon that truly doesn't 
exist? Or do we finally have the proof needed to show that the 
government is still active in attempting to find out what these 
UFO's truly are? 


Though the evidence for Air Force continuance in 
UFO investigation did not stop there. | started researching 
specific aircraft's flight manuals, to see if there might be a 
reference to 'CIRVIS' and/or UFOs. 


| found in nearly every aircraft manual | looked in, a 
reference to 'CIRVIS' and the AFMAN 10-206. This was yet 
another clear indication of the importance of these UFO 
records and sighting reports. 

| have compiled a list of only some of the aircraft 
manuals, which reference 'CIRVIS' and AFMAN 10-206: 
HC-130, C-12, all Special Air Missions (SAMs), KC-10, KC- 
135, F-16, F-117, F-15, EC-137D, C-5, C-21, C-212, B-52, B- 
2, B-1, A/OA-10, all Air Traffic Control manuals, U-2, HH-60, 
and so many more! 

Interesting to point out from this list, many aircraft 
attributed to being UFOs like the F-117 "Stealth Fighter" and 
the B-2 "Stealth Bomber" are also instructed to report UFOs. 
Makes anyone pose the question, "What exactly are they 
seeing?" 


A conspiracy and cover-up revealed, another question 
that must be posed is, "Do we need any more evidence than 
that?" 

This chapter alone tells a tale worthy of attention by 
any skeptic. If the government claims that UFOs were

COMMUNICATIONS INSTRUCTIONS REPORTING VITAL 
INTELLIGENCE SIGHTINGS 
(CIRVIS) 
5.1. Subject and Purpose. This report provides vital information 
to the security of the United States and Canada which, in the 
opinion of the observer, requires very urgent defensive action or 
investigation by the US and or Canadian Armed Forces. 
5.2. Reference Materials. Joint Army, Navy, Air Force 
Publication (JANAP 146). 
5.3. Submitted By. Any Air Force personnel. 
5.4. Submitted To: 
5.4.1. Airborne reports: US or Canadian military or civilian 
communications facility. 
5.4.2. Post-landing reports: Commander in Chief, North 
American Aerospace Defense Command (NORAD), Cheyenne 
Mt, Colorado, or HQ Northern NORAD Region, North Bay, 
Ontario, Canada, whichever is more convenient. If landing 
outside Canadian or US territories, submit reports through the 
nearest US or Canadian military or diplomatic representative. 
5.5. When Submitted. As soon as possible after the intelligence 
sighting. 
5.6. How Submitted. Reports are normally UNCLASSIFIED but 
handled as For Official Use Only. 
5.6.1. Use the most rapid means of transmission available. For 
airborne reports use the same procedures as for air traffic 
control. When pilots cannot establish contact with a ground 
station, make maximum effort to relay the report via other aircraft. 
5.6.2. To avoid delays while airborne, repeat the word CIRVIS 
three times before the message to preempt all other 
communications (except distress and urgency). If this fails to 
clear the frequencies, use the International Urgency Signal "PAN" 
spoken three times. For the ground relay of airborne reports or 
post-landing reports, use FLASH precedence. 
5.6.3. Transmit during MINIMIZE. 
5.6.4. Use the ESC C1 designator- Continue reporting, priority. 
5.7. Reporting Instructions: 
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5.7.1. Facilities receiving CIRVIS reports will rapidly process and 
forward them as prescribed by JANAP 146. 

5.7.2. Report all unidentifiable, suspicious, or hostile traffic (land, 
aerospace, or seaborne) which, because of its nature, course, or 
actions, considered a threat to the security of the United States 
or Canada. Such reporting extends the early warning defense 
system for the United States and Canada. There are five types of 
CIRVIS reports: 

5.7.2.1. Issue initial CIRVIS reports while airborne (or as 
warranted, upon landing). 

5.7.2.2. Issue post-landing CIRVIS reports if airborne reports 
made. 

5.7.2.3. Issue followup CIRVIS reports by anyone with additional 
information about an earlier report (refer to the initial report). 
5.7.2.4. Issue cancellation CIRVIS reports once sightings are 
positively identified as friendly or determined it was erroneously 
reported. 

5.7.2.5. Submit evaluation CIRVIS reports to each addressee of 
the above CIRVIS reports. Promptly submit evaluation reports to 
keep all interested parties fully informed. 

5.7.3. Report the following specific sightings: 

5.7.3.1. Hostile or unidentified aircraft which appears directed 
against the United States, Canada, or their forces. 

5.7.3.2. Missiles 

5.7.3.3. Unidentified flying objects. 

5.7.3.4. Hostile or unidentified military surface vessels or 
submarines. 

5.7.3.5. Any other individual surface vessels, submarines, or 
aircraft of unconventional design engaged in suspicious activity, 
observed in an unusual location, or on a course which may 
threaten the United States, Canada, or their forces. 

5.7.3.6. Any unexplained or unusual activity which may indicate 
a possible attack against or through Canada or the United States 
(includes the presence of any unidentified or suspicious ground 
parties in remote or sparsely populated areas, including the polar 
region). 

5.7.3.7. Unlisted airfields, facilities, weather stations, or air 
navigation aids. 

5.7.4. Make every effort to document sightings with as many 
photographs as possible. Send undeveloped film or prints and 
negatives, with a brief written report and other identifying 
information to the Director of Naval Intelligence, Department of 
the Navy, Washington, DC 20305. The Department of the Navy 
will process the film and return one copy of each print and a roll 
of new film to the individual. 
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5.7.5. Use Figure 5.1. to gather and report specific sighting 
details. 


Figure 5.1. Communications Instructions Reporting Vital 
Intelligence Sightings (CIRVIS). 
GUIDE FOR CIRVIS REPORTING 
The CIRVIS report is a narrative report explaining the sighting. A 
specific format is not required. Provide as much specific detail as 
possible to aid decision makers in responding to the sighting. 
Include the following information if possible along with any other 
information which may be significant: 
1. CIRVIS report identification. 
2. Identification of the object(s) sighted. 
a. For identifiable objects, include number and identification of 
the aircraft, vessel, missile, or individuals 
seen. 
b. For unidentifiable objects, give a description including shape, 
size (compared to a known object e.g., pea, silver dollar, 
baseball, basketball, fighter aircraft, or C-5), number and 
formation, any discernible features or details (e.g., color, trail or 
exhaust, sound). 
c. Include any observed identification (e.g., insignia, lettering, 
flags). 
3. The position of the object. Include the date and time (GMT) of 
the sighting. This can be indicated by 
any of the following methods: 
. Latitude and longitude. 
. Over a radio fix. 
True bearing and distance from a radio fix. 
. Over a well-known or well-defined geographic point. 
. Description of the course of the object: 
. Altitude. 
. Direction of travel. 
Speed. 
d. Description of flightpath and maneuvers. 
e. What first called attention to the object. 
f, Angle or elevation and azimuth when first observed. 
g. How long was the object visible. 
h. Angle or elevation and azimuth upon disappearance. 
i. How did the object disappear. 
5. Manner of observation. 
a. State how observed: ground-visual, ground-electronic, air- 
visual, air-electronic. (If electronic, 
specify system). 
b. Were optical aids (telescope, binoculars, etc.) used? 
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6. Conditions when sighting the object. 

a. Location of observer. (Use latitude/longitude, a named 
geographic landmark, or other logical references.) If the sighting 
is made while airborne, include type of aircraft, identification 
number, altitude, heading, speed, and home station. 

b. Light conditions (use one of the following terms: night, day, 
dawn, dusk). 

c. Weather conditions (ceiling, visibility, clouds, thunderstorms, 
temperature, winds, etc.). 

7. Interception or identification action taken (if feasible, complying 
with existing directives). 

8. Location, approximate altitude, and general direction of flight 
of any air traffic or balloon releases in the area which could 
possibly account for the sighting.

10. Existence of physical evidence, such as materials and 
photographs.

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ccasionally, I'll receive the fantastic one-word 
question, "Why?" Why is it that | do what | do? | 
have never seen a UFO, never been abducted, 
never had any unexplained experiences of the 
paranormal, so why? 


| ask that question to myself all the time, but this 
chapter recounts just one of the many stories that gives me 


the energy and the enjoyment to keep plugging away at the 
research. This is why | do it. 


It started with a FOIA request to the United States 
Army for all UFO documents. This was another example of 
my ‘blanket requests’ | came to call them. In lieu of citing a 
specific record or case, | would do a ‘blanket request’ that 
would cover their entire holdings for all UFO documentation. 
This yielded the results of over four hundred pages on the 
subject. In this newly released package, were a large amount 
of poorly photocopied pages. Some were completely 
unreadable, so again | knew this was going to be quite a task 
sifting through these documents. 


| was seeing a bunch of schematics for an aircraft, 
looking very similar to a ‘flying wing’ design like the B-2 
"Stealth Bomber." As | continued thumbing through the 
pages, | realized exactly what the U.S. Army did when 
processing my request. 

They loaded up their computers, and placed a search 
for all documents pertaining to certain keywords. These 
keywords included "UFO" and "Flying Saucer." What this did 
was output all documents that were relating to those 
keywords, but not necessarily my request. 


So with that, hundreds of pages on the Horten 
brothers, a German pair of aircraft designers, were received. 
They were designing aircraft with no fuselage, to reduce any 
kind of drag the aircraft could incur. Their designs looked 
much like the ‘flying wing’ designs of Jack Northrop through 
the 1940's, which later became our Stealth Bomber. 

These documents were in the package, because 
references to the Horten brothers’ design called them a ‘flying 
saucer.’ | was a World War II history buff, so | did not mind 
these documents at all. 
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Though this shows exactly what the government does 
in searching for a request. Even though the documents aren't 
the subject matter of your request, they simply search a 
computer and whatever it spits out, you get in the mail. This 
has been quite frustrating in the past, where you actually have 
a bill for the documents. Paying for documents that are not 
related, or vaguely related, to the subject matter of your 
request gets old very quickly. 


The Horten schematics, designs, and paperwork were 
not the only documents in this package. Also found was an 
“Incoming Message" document from Hungary. This talked 
about an aerial phenomenon observed over Budapest. The 
date, was 17 May 1947, even prior to when Kenneth Arnold 
coined the phrase, “flying saucer." 

The document said the following (spelling errors 
reflected from the document): 


"At approximately 2030 hours on 14 May airborne 
phenomenon was observed passing over BUDAPEST 
on a Southeast to Northwest course in an almost flat 
trajectory. Consensus of observers places altitude at 
about 3000 feet and speed above 400 mph and 
describes an object as spherical in shape with 
diameter of approximately 3-4 feet. It appeared to be 
burning and left a thin trail of smoke uniform in shape 
and area except for periodic enlargements which 
seemed to suggest successive impulses. Object also 
apparently eminated tail of flame about 3 meters long 
but NO sound accompanied the passing. 


Much controversy has begun in the press about it and 
1 editorial has dismissed it as “al all probability a 
meteor". Hungarian Meteorological Institute state 
they made NO official observation of the object and 
are awaiting further reports prior issuing any 
statement. 


Comment by Air Officer: ‘Although | did NOT observe 
the object, | am NOT convinced by the reports to date 
that is was a meteor due to almost 100 per cent 


agreement by observers on altitude and trajectory’. 
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The object described is very similar to that of a piece 
of satellite coming back from its orbit, and re-entering the 
atmosphere. However, this was about ten years prior to the 
first satellite ever going up into space. 


Found also in the package was a document regarding 


what appeared to be a ‘flying saucer’ shaped aircraft of a 
Soviet design (See next page). 
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Fig 11-1:This is an example of one of the pages from the 
Department of the Army collection, referencing "flying 
saucers” from Soviet origin. 
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The most interesting discovery from the Army 
document came within the first fifteen pages. It would take me 
a couple of years to truly figure out why these pages were 
important, but that day would eventually come. 


It came to my attention on the message forums at The 
Black Vault, that there was a connection made between a 
UFO piece and documents that | received from the 
Department of the Army. | must admit, when | first heard this, 
| really wasn't sure what to make of it. Then as time passed, 
| became more aware of what exactly that connection was, 
and it made me realize why exactly | do what | do. 


| created The Black Vault to help those who wanted to 
learn. | was conducting my own research, but | knew | wanted 
to help others conduct theirs as well. Two of those 
researchers, Bob White and Larry Cekander from Missouri, 
would use the resources at The Black Vault for the reason it 
was created. 


Back in the late mid to late 1980's, Bob White and a 
friend witnessed a UFO. Although not too uncommon, Bob 
was able to retrieve an object that had fallen out of the sky that 
the UFO allegedly left behind once it took off. 

| want to allow Bob to tell his story from his words. 
The following is a "sworn statement" given by Bob on May 7, 
1998. This will recount his story in his words, as | do now 
want to skew any of the details: 
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"'This is a Sworn Statement’ 


My name is Robert White 
Today is May 7, 1998 
| live in Reeds Spring, MO 


Over ten years ago, a lady friend and | were driving to Las 
Vegas from Denver, Colorado. It was about 2 or 3:00 am. 

We were just west of Grand Junction when something very 
unusual happened. Jan was driving and | was napping. She 
woke me, asking what is that bright orange light ahead of us? 
Since there was a rallroad track on the North side of the 
highway, | told her it was just a railroad light, and resumed my 
nap. 

A while later, Jan woke me again and said, "That is no railroad 
light." She was right. It was about the size of a full harvest 
moon. | decided to stay awake and watch this thing. As we got 
closer, it grew larger. 

We were a few hundred yards from it, when | reached over 
and shut off the lights on the car. It was a very clear night and 
there were no other cars on the highway, so it was not 
dangerous to do so. 

When we were a few hundred yards from it, | turned off the 
ignition and we coasted up close to it. It turned out to be on 
the left side of the highway instead of the right side. It was 
huge, the size of a very big barn. 

! made Jan stop the car, which she did not want to do. She 
was terrified and shaking badly. ‘Let's keep going,’ she 
pleaded. | tried to assure her there was nothing to fear. After 
all this is just a bright light. 

! got out of the car on the passenger side and stepped in front 
of the car for a better look at this thing. For some unknown 
reason, Jan turned on the headlights, and this light went up in 
the sky as fast as my eyes could follow it. When it reached a 
great height, it either changed shape or connected to another 
light, which looked like two long, blue, tubular, neon lights, one 
on top of the other with a space in between them. Then | saw 
another small light, bright orange with a tinge of yellow, white, 
and blue falling from it. For a minute | thought it was the same 
light coming back down. It came back down almost to where 
it started from. 

| did not see it hit the ground, because where | was standing 
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there was a small incline. | climbed the incline and went over 
to where | thought it might have hit. | found a groove in the 
ground about 18 inches deep and 9 inches wide. | followed the 
groove and there it lay. | watched it for a while and it was still 
glowing. 

! walked back to the car, took the keys from the ignition, and 
opened the trunk to look for some gloves. There was one 
brown cotton glove. 

! went back to the object and it was no longer glowing. | ran 
my hand over it and since | didn't feel any heat, | picked it up 
with the glove, carried it back to the car, and put it in the trunk. 
| have been told by Dr. Reiswick from Los Alamos National 
Laboratory, Materials, Science and Technology Division, who 
did the analyzation on it, this object is definitely extra- 
terrestrial.

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| read this statement with much interest, because that 
UFO piece is still in the possession of Bob. He still has it, and 
has done some tests on it, which | will outline, but first | 
wanted to deal with the sworn statement.

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So according to a method that stands up in a court of 
law, it was concluded that Bob White was telling the truth in 
his sworn statement that you have read above. For me, that 
convinces me that we are dealing with a story that is true, but 
now we have to deal with the UFO piece itself. 


| am a person that needs to see to believe. The 
reason why | was so intrigued by the Bob White story, was not 
because he had a story that passed a lie detector test, but 
because he had something | could touch, feel and hold related 
to this sighting. 

Later, this is exactly what happened. 


At the 2002 International UFO Congress held in 
Laughlin, Nevada, | was able to meet Bob White personally. 

By this time, | had seen pictures of it. Looks much like 
a cone shaped object, with odd texture to it, and a large 
groove down the center, though you really can't describe it 
unless you see it in person. 


My first reaction was "What in the world is that?" It 
was a very strange piece of whatever it was.

In the beginning of the package sent to me by the 
Army, there were photographs. About 15 pages of poorly 
photocopies photographs, the beginning page was a copy of 
the file folder they came from. 

The files name was "Flying Saucers From Denmark.” 
Were these photographs of a piece of physical evidence left 
behind? | truly had no idea when | first got these pictures that 
were from the late 1940's what they were. Though when Larry 
Cekander, now the Vice President of the Museum of the 
Unexplained, which holds this UFO piece | just talked about, 
saw these images, he knew exactly what they were. 


They were a near exact copy of what he had in his 
Museum in Missouri, also led by Bob White. He at first 
thought someone copied his pictures from his website, but 
then realized these were legitimate photographs from the U.S. 
Army's files, obtained by The Black Vault. 


This is how we met. Larry since then has become a 
friend that has been in the pursuit of the truth, just like | am. 
He sees obstacles just like | see, and has sure been a rough 
battle. The UFO piece, now housed at the Museum of the 
Unexplained in Reeds Springs, Missouri, is awaiting any kind 
of evidence to prove it is earth based. 


Yet this story proved to be one of the biggest reasons 
| conduct my research, and | put these thousands of hours into 
this website. | created a stepping-stone for one person to 
make a difference in their research. | was able to help Bob 
and Larry take the next step in proving that their piece was 
part of a genuine UFO. 

As | cannot vouch for the proof that this piece is 
extraterrestrial, | can vouch for the fact that this piece is 
extremely odd in nature. | have touched it, held it and can be 
a witness that this object is truly something strange. 
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If it is a piece of a UFO, | was glad | got to hold it. And 
if it isn't, well, I'll be interested to hear how they proved it 
wasn't, because according to Bob White’s sworn statement, a 
scientist at Los Alamos said that it was definitely 
extraterrestrial. (No need to reiterate he passed the lie 
detector test).

Chapter 12 The UFO Document Mix-U 


he Freedom of Information Act is something that 
so far in this book, | am sure you have learned is 
extremely valuable. However this chapter is 
going to show you not only is it valuable, but it is 
also extremely tricky as well. 


| have discussed earlier in this book briefly how the 
Freedom of Information Act works. In this law, it states that 
the government is entitled to respond in some way to your 
FOIA request within ten business days. One of the hardest 
things to get used to is to realize the fact that this part of the 
law is virtually ignored. 

With many agencies, it takes weeks to get a reply, if 
notmonths. Other agencies, well, think about waiting months, 
and sometimes, years. Yes, it does take years sometimes for 
documents to come in the mail. 


If the government does not respond, or you feel they 
are not complying with your request, you have the right to 
appeal it, and take the case to the next level. However, in 
order to appeal any FOIA request, you must have proof that 
the agency is not complying; ie: not responding, etc. 

This next incident that occurred during my research 
profiles an example of what you can NOT prove, therefore 
having to go on good faith by trusting the government at their 
word (harder than it sounds!). 


| filed a request to Wright Patterson Air Force Base 
(WPAFB) in Ohio, for a copy of all documents relating to the 
UFO phenomenon. | filed a request to WPAFB because this 
was the headquarters for Project Blue Book. | filed this 
request in the first few months of my research, so | was slowly 
learning that Project Blue Book records (including Project Sign 
and Project Grudge) was in the possession of the National 
Archives (as discussed earlier). 

As assumed, this was the response | received from 
WPAFB themselves. | received the “fact sheet” explaining the 
Air Force research into the UFO phenomenon, and | was told 
by WPAFB personnel that they did an extensive search, and 
came up with no records on UFOs at the WPAFB installation. 
This was the exact wording of the letter: 
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"This installation is not the release authority for the 
documents you have requested . As you can tell by the 
attached fact sheet, all documents pertaining to ‘Project 
Bluebook’ or ‘UFOS’ are now in the possession of the National 
Archives & Record Service.” 


Paul Cassidy, acting FOIA manager for WPAFB was 
the one who signed the letter. You would think the manager 
would know the protocols in searching for documents 
requested, and then responding in an honest fashion. 

| was forced to believe the government at their word, 
because | had no proof to believe otherwise. The specific 
wording of my request was for “all documents relating to 
Project Blue Book, Project Sign, and Project Grudge” and to 
include all documents relating to my request. 


Contrary to what was told to me, | picked up an issue 
of UFO Magazine about six months later and found something 
extremely strange. 

It was a short 1/4 page article about a new document 
release from WPAFB. | read with much interest, and found 
out that WPAFB released over nine hundred pages of UFO 
material on, you guessed it, Project Blue Book, Project Sign 
and Project Grudge material. UFO Magazine also listed a 
contact for the base, and who else, but Paul Cassidy, the 
same person who signed the letter stating that after past 
searches, it was determined there was nothing to be found on 
the subject of UFOs. 


How frustrated do you think |was? | immediately 
drafted a letter to WPAFB, and addressed it to the FOIA 
manager at the base. I|requested the newly released 
documents, and asked why these documents were 
overlooked when | had requested them over six months prior 
to their release. The documents were just sitting there in their 
archives, waiting to be discovered, yet they were overlooked. 

| received a response, and in a letter dated April 7, 
1997, WPAFB informed me that | could obtain the nine 
hundred and ten pages of documents by writing a check for 
$121.50. The base completely ignored my questions, and 
simply asked for the money. 

Why was Iso angry? The FOlA entitled me, as a 
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citizen, to request this information. The FOIA entitled me to 
get a fair response, one that if they said they search, well, the 
case should have been searched. By the evidence, you can 
clearly see the request was not truly complied with. 


Under the FOIA, you can request a fee waiver if you 
feel you can adequately disseminate this information to the 
public. If you can prove this, you are granted a fee waiver in 
which you pay nothing. | worked for hours outlining how and 
why The Black Vault should receive a fee waiver, and | 
adequately showed how the dissemination on the website 
should more than adequately meet the criteria for a fee 
waiver. | was wrong again. 

On May 14, 1997, WPAFB informed me that my 
request for a fee waiver was denied. They reiterated that the 
request was to incur a charge of $121.50 and if | wanted the 
documents, | could pay for them. 


So after a few months of raising donations from my 
website, | finally got the money to pay for the pages. 
Remember, this was in 1997, and | was still trying to get 
through this venture with no job, balancing school and a few 
other items on my plate. The Black Vault visitors believed in 
the cause, and sent in small donations until it added up to the 
required amount. 

After | sent in the check, | waited until September of 
1997, until the documents finally came. Over nine hundred 
pages in total, and sure enough, not entirely earth shattering 
documents. 

However, the mere existence of them showed me, and 
should show you that there are so many possibilities here. 
Even though the documents ranged from 1948-1949, and 
dealt with UFO sightings which were through the Project Blue 
Book era, they still existed. Meaning, if | filed a FOIA request 
and was told that after they searched, they found nothing, 
does this mean other agencies as well were not adequately 
looking for documents? 

| relied heavily on good faith up until this point. Good 
faith that the FOIA case officer at whatever agency | was 
dealing with was searching the way they should for 
documents | was requesting. Yet, here at WPAFB, where 
over nine hundred pages were mysteriously overlooked, 
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where else were pages accidentaly “not found?” 

This was extremely disappointed, but it at least gave 
me hope that with continued persistance, there were more 
documents waiting to be uncovered. There were hundreds of 
Air Force bases, and each one | had sent a FOIA request to 
up until this point, gave me the same “Fact Sheet” on UFOs 
and told me after extensive searches, there were not 
documents on UFOs at their office. 


Let’s take a look though at what was released by 
WPAFB. 


When | received the documents, they came in three 
book style formats. Bound together by metal clips, they had 
the following titles: 


- 333.5 Investigations 1948 January thru August 
(Project Sign) 

- 333.5 Investigations 1948 September thru 
December (Project Sign) 

- 333.5 Investigations 1949 (Project Grudge) 


All in all, the documents that | received were truly not 


that interesting. Though like | said, the fact that they were 
there and existed -- that made me think.

Chapter 13 Area 51 Exempt 


he subject of Area 51 has been a fascination to 
the UFO community for years. However, what 
really is going on? 

The conspiracy community was rocked 
by an admittance to a classified area, and an 


exempt order by a Presidential Determination signed by 
President Clinton in 1995. This "determination" by the 
President, said that the area near Groom Lake, Nevada, or 
known to most people as "Area 51", was exempt from all 
Federal, State, Interstate, or Local Hazardous laws that might 
require the disclosure of classified information.

Essentially, "Area 51" became a subject that was now 
not only classified, but exempt from any laws it may come 
subject to. It appeared that “anything goes” at "Area 51". 

However, there was some slim chance of hope, as 
near the bottom of the Presidential Determination, dated 
September 29th of 1995, said the "...exemption shall be 
effective for the full one-year statutory period." After a year, it 
appeared the order had to be renewed, until it was no longer 
needed or wanted. 


In 1996, Presidential Determination #96-54 renewed 
the exempt status of "Area 51". In 1997, Presidential 
Determination #97-35 was the renewal. The exemptions went 
all the way until the new millennium, where in 2000, Clinton 
again signed Presidential Determination #2000-30, which 
made "Area 51" exempt from all laws currently on the books. 

In 2001, the United States acquired a new President 
into the White House. Would this new leader still enact the 
‘determination’ that this classified research area outside of 
Groom Lake, Nevada would be classified? With new national 
security advisors, new staff members and a different political 
party, it was hopeful we could see a change in policy. 

All hope failed on January 31, 2001, when President 
George W. Bush signed a letter to the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives and the President of the Senate. This was 
deemed Presidential Determination #2001-27. In_ it, 
referencing Determination 2000-30, President Bush re- 
enacted the exempt status on "Area 51" and decided it should 
remain highly classified and hidden from any prying eyes.

Right into 2002, President Bush yet again signed a 

letter to the same individuals, with almost exactly the same 

wording, keeping the same exempt status on "Area 51”. 

Not televised on the news, and being well over- 
shadowed by the conflict in Afghanistan at the time, 
conspiracy theorists worldwide would have to remain 
"exempt" from any information on the infamous base called 
"Area 51" 


Theories have made their way across the Internet, 
from message forums to public petitions, asking for any 
information on such a controversial, highly secretive, subject. 
Were we dealing with a cover-up of nuclear waste dumping, 
or something more down the lines of an "alien stockpile". 


With the current trend of Presidential Determinations, 
it appears that the curious minds out there would never be 
satisfied. The following page is the current text of the 
determination that is current enacted: 
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“Text of a Letter from the President to the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives and the President of the Senate 


January 30, 2002 
Dear Mr. Speaker: (Dear Mr. President:) 


Consistent with section 6001(a) of the Resource Conservation 
and Recovery Act (RCRA) (the “Act"), as amended, 42 U.S.C. 
6961(a), notification is hereby given that on September 18, 
2001, | issued Presidential Determination 2001-27 (copy 
attached) and thereby exercised the authority to grant certain 
exemptions under section 6001(a) of the Act. 


Presidential Determination 2001-27 exempted the United 
States Air Force's operating location near Groom Lake, 
Nevada, from any Federal, State, interstate, or local 
hazardous or solid waste laws that might require the 
disclosure of classified information concerning that operating 
location to unauthorized persons. Information concerning 
activities at the operating location near Groom Lake has been 
properly determined to be classified, and its disclosure would 
be harmful to national security. Continued protection of this 
information is, therefore, in the paramount interest of the 
United States. 


The determination was not intended to imply that, in the 
absence of a Presidential exemption, RCRA or any other 
provision of law permits or requires the disclosure of classified 
information to unauthorized persons. The determination also 
was not intended to limit the applicability or enforcement of 
any requirement of law applicable to the Air Force's operating 
location near Groom Lake except those provisions, if any, that 
might require the disclosure of classified information.

\ s | wind down to the end of Beyond UFO 
Secrecy, | think we should all ask the question, 


+h “What is the conspiracy?” 


Truthfully, | come to the end and | quickly ask 

myself what | have forgotten. The answer 

though is quite simple. | could make a book that isn’t a few 

hundred pages long, but a few thousand pages long, and you 

would still come to the same conclusion... regardless of what 
it is, it ends with a question mark. 


Are we dealing with a cover-up involving the UFO 
phenomenon? Absolutely! The evidence speaks for itself, 
and along with thousands of other documents still not even in 
this book, one must not think otherwise. The real question 
however, is what is that conspiracy. 

When explaining UFO sightings and documents, we 
can first use the explanation of Project Blue Book. The planet 
Venus, swamp gas, comets, meteorites, etc., can any of those 
explain these sightings that have been read about in the last 
few hundred pages? | think not. 


The one that is most frequently used is that of a 
government origin. The UFOs that are seen are nothing more 
than government/military aircraft. What problem do | have with 
this explanation? Well, the mere fact that the government 
agencies themselves are still classifying these sightings as 
unidentified, | think that fact alone disproves that theory. 

Technology from other countries? A plausible, but 
very hard to follow theory. Since the advancement of aircraft 
and flying technology, the United States of America has been 
number one. Not once were we ever surpassed by speed, 
design or stealth, so does this theory end up sounding 
realistic? 


What other theories are left? Hallucinations? Mass 
hallucinations may or may not exist, but with the addition of 
photography and video to back up many sightings, 
hallucinations can be ruled out. 

Misinterpretations or earth based or explainable 
objects? Technology displayed by the UFOs that exist is not 
of any space-based object, or misinterpretation of earth-made 
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objects. So this theory as well can be ruled out. 


This does not leave a whole lot to work with, other 
than the grand possibility of another civilization. In 
combination with the irrefutable evidence no current 
explanation can be used, the secrecy involved must also be 
looked at. 

With the thousands upon thousands of combined man 
hours each week looking over our national security, and the 
government has yet to stop collecting or seeing the value in 
UFO reports; one must conclude they as well will not fall 
subject to silly explanations. Thousands of pages of blacked 
out, top secret material, sure is not a comet. The blacked out 
pages are not our top secret aircraft, because that to the 
government is not “unidentified,” so what is it then that we are 
dealing with?

REFERENCE GUIDE 
|. Introduction 


The Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), which can be found 
in Title 5 of the United States Code, section 552, was enacted 
in 1966 and provides that any person has the right to request 
access to federal agency records or information. All agencies 
of the United States government are required to disclose 
records upon receiving a written request for them, except for 
those records that are protected from disclosure by the nine 
exemptions and three exclusions of the FOIA. This right of 
access is enforceable in court. The federal FOIA does not, 
however, provide access to records held by state or local 
government agencies, or by private businesses or individuals. 
All states have their own statutes governing public access to 
state and local records; state agencies should be consulted 
for further information about them. 


This Reference Guide is designed to familiarize you with the 
specific procedures for making a FOIA request to the 
Department of Justice. The process is neither complicated nor 
time consuming. Following the guidance below will make it 
more likely that you will receive the information you are 
seeking in the shortest amount of time. This guide also 
includes descriptions of the types of records maintained by 
different parts of the Department, some of which are available 
through means other than the FOIA. 


Initially, it is important to understand that there is no central 
Office in the government which processes FOIA requests for 
all federal agencies. Each agency responds to requests for its 
own records. Therefore, before sending a request to the 
Justice Department you should determine whether this 
agency is likely to have the records you are seeking. Each 
agency should have its own FOIA reference guide, so if the 
records you are interested in are kept by another agency you 
may wish to request a copy of that agency's guide from its 
FOIA office or view it on that agency's FOIA site on the World 
Wide Web. 
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Other general sources of information about how to make a 
FOIA request include:

In addition, the "Consumer Action Handbook" describes which 
federal agencies are responsible for specific consumer 
problems and where to write for assistance.

The formal rules for the making of FOIA requests to the 
Justice Department are set forth in Chapter 16 of Volume 28 
of the Code of Federal Regulations. This multiple-volume set 
is available in all law libraries and federal depository libraries. 
A copy of the portions of Chapter 16 pertaining to making 
FOIA requests may be obtained from the Justice Management 
Division, U.S. Department of Justice, 950 Pennsylvania 
Avenue, N.W., Washington, D.C. 20530-0001. These 
regulations also can be accessed at 
www.usdoj.gov/04foia/04_1_1txt.html on the World Wide 
Web. However, in most cases this Reference Guide should 
provide you with the basic information that you will need. 


ll. Access to Certain Records Without a FOIA Request 
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All agencies are required by statute to make certain types of 
records, created by the agency on or after November 1, 1996, 
available electronically. If you have access to the World Wide 
Web, you will not need to make a FOIA request to obtain 
access to these records. Such records include: (1) final 
opinions and orders made in adjudicating cases; (2) final 
statements of policy and interpretations which have not been 
published in the Federal Register; (3) administrative staff 
manuals and instructions to staff that affect a member of the 
public; (4) copies of records that have been the subject of a 
FOIA request and that are of sufficient public interest or 
curiosity that the agency believes other persons are likely to 
request them; and (5) the agency's annual FOIA report--which 
includes such information as the number of requests received 
by the agency, the amount of time taken to process requests, 
the total amount of fees collected by the agency, information 
regarding the backlog of pending requests, and other 
information about the agency's handling of FOIA requests. 
(Such records that were created prior to November 1, 1996, 
may be inspected in an agency reading room. 


The Department of Justice has a site on the World Wide Web 
which can be accessed at www.usdoj.gov, and which contains 
FOIA-related information. This site also includes a link to the 
Justice Department's Government Information Locator 
Service (GILS) site, as well as links to all other federal 
executive branch agencies. Each Justice Department 
component maintains its own home page, which contains a 
wide variety of substantive information for which a FOIA 
request is not required. Another good general source of 
information can be found under "Publications and Documents" 
on the main Justice Department home page. 


The Department of Justice maintains a FOIA home page 
which can be accessed at 
www.usdoj.gov/04foia/indextxt.html. This site includes the 
Justice Department's annual FOIA report, various reference 
materials, information on how to make a FOIA request, and 
copies of the relevant statutes. Additionally, this site provides 
links to component reading rooms which contain the 
geographic address of the conventional reading room, as well 
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as links to records required by the FOIA to be made 
electronically available. 


The Department of Justice also makes certain information, 
such as publications, available in paper copy without requiring 
a formal FOIA request. Among these publications is the 
Justice Department's annual report on the Freedom of 
Information Act, which includes extensive _ statistical 
information about FOIA requests to the Justice Department. 
Copies of the Justice Department's annual FOIA report may 
be obtained from the Justice Management Division, U.S. 
Department of Justice, 950 Pennsylvania Avenue, N.W., 
Washington, D.C. 20530-0001, in addition to being accessible 
electronically through the Justice Department's Web site. As 
of 1999, the annual FOIA reports of all other federal agencies 
are available through the Justice Department's Web site. The 
Justice Department submits a calendar year report to 
Congress which describes our efforts to “encourage agency 
compliance" with the FOIA and which also lists all FOIA 
litigation cases against all federal agencies that were filed and 
in which decisions were rendered by the courts in that year.

lll. Where to Make a FOIA Request 


The Department of Justice is organized into a number of 
bureaus, divisions, and offices. These subdivisions of the 
Department are often referred to as "components." Within the 
Justice Department, each component processes its own 
records. Therefore, your request will receive the quickest 
possible response if it is addressed directly to the component 
that you believe has the records you are seeking. 


The functions of each component are also summarized in the 
Department's regulations (Volume 28 of the Code of Federal 
Regulations, Part 0). The "United States Government Manual" 
also describes the activities of the Justice Department's 
components. The "United States Government Manual" is 
issued annually by the Government Printing Office and is 
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available in most libraries. It may be purchased by writing to: 
Superintendent of Documents, P.O. Box 371954, Pittsburgh, 
PA 15250-7954. To obtain the current price you can call (202) 
512-1800. You may also call that telephone number to place 
an order using one of several major credit cards. In addition, 
the "United States Government Manual" can be accessed 
electronically at the Government Printing Office's World Wide 
Web site, which can be found at 
www.access.gpo.gov/su_docs/txtindex.html. 


In most cases, you should send your FOIA request to a 
component's central FOIA office. For records held by a field 
office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) or a district 
office of the Immigration and Naturalization Service (INS), 
however, you must write directly to that FBI or INS office. On 
the other hand, all requests for records held by a United 
States Attorney's Office should be sent directly to the 
Executive Office for United States Attorneys in Washington, 
D.C. 


Because, over time, individual employees of the Justice 
Department may change job positions, it is not recommended 
that you address your request to a specific person. Rather, 
you should include the notation "Freedom of Information Act 
Request" on the front of your request envelope and also at the 
beginning of your request letter. In this way you will be sure 
that the responsible individual receives your request without 
delay. 


If you believe that the Justice Department does maintain the 
records you are seeking, but are uncertain about which 
component has the records, you may send your request to: 
FOIA/PA Mail Referral Unit, Justice Management Division, 
U.S. Department of Justice, 950 Pennsylvania Avenue, N.W., 
Washington, D.C. 20530-0001, Attention: FOIA Request. 
Personnel in that division will then forward your request to the 
components of the Justice Department that they believe are 
most likely to maintain the records you are seeking. 


IV. How to Make a FOIA Request 


A FOIA request can be made for any agency record. This 
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does not mean, however, that the Justice Department will 
disclose any record sought. As noted above, there are 
statutory exemptions that authorize the withholding of 
information of a sensitive nature. When the Justice 
Department does withhold information from you, it ordinarily 
must specify which exemption of the FOIA permits the 
withholding. As a matter of policy, the Justice Department will 
consider making a discretionary disclosure of exempt 
information whenever possible. You should be aware that the 
FOIA does not require agencies to do research for you, to 
analyze data, to answer written questions, or to create records 
in order to respond to a request. 


Although, as discussed immediately below, certain 
information may be required from a FOIA requester, no 
special form is required by the Justice Department. Requests 
must be in writing, either handwritten or typed. While requests 
may be submitted by fax, most components of the Justice 
Department have not yet developed the capability to accept 
FOIA requests submitted through the World Wide Web. 


In order to protect your privacy, whenever you request 
information about yourself you will be asked to provide either 
a notarized statement or a statement signed under penalty of 
perjury stating that you are the person that you claim to be. 
You may fulfill this requirement by: (1) completing and signing 
Form DOJ-361, (2) having your signature on your request 
letter witnessed by a notary, or (3) including the following 
statement just before the signature on your request letter: "I 
declare under penalty of perjury that the foregoing is true and 
correct. Executed on [date]." If you request information about 
yourself and do not follow one of these procedures, your 
request cannot be processed. This requirement helps to 
ensure that private information about you will not be disclosed 
to anyone else. The INS has created an optional form which 
may be used by individuals making FOIA requests for their 
own files. 


Likewise, files relating to another person regarding a matter 
that would invade that person's privacy ordinarily will not be 
disclosed. For example, if you seek information that would 
show that someone else (including even your spouse or 
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another member of your immediate family) has ever been the 
subject of a criminal investigation--or even was mentioned in 
a criminal file--you will be requested to provide either: (1) a 
statement by that other person authorizing the release of the 
information to you which has been signed by that person and 
either was witnessed by a notary or includes a declaration 
made under penalty of perjury (using the language quoted in 
the preceding paragraph), or (2) evidence that the subject of 
your request is deceased, such as a death certificate, a 
newspaper obituary, or some comparable proof of death. 
Without proof of death or the subject's consent, in almost all 
cases components of the Justice Department will respond to 
a request made for information concerning another person's 
role in a law enforcement matter by advising that it will "neither 
confirm nor deny" the existence of responsive records. Such 
law enforcement information about a living person is released 
without that person's consent only when no privacy interest 
would be invaded by disclosing the information, when the 
information is already public or required to be made public, or 
when there is such a strong public interest in the disclosure 
that it overrides the individual's privacy interest. 


In making your request you should be as specific as possible 
with regard to names, dates, places, events, subjects, etc. In 
addition, if you want records about a court case, you should 
provide the title of the case, the court in which the case was 
filed, and the nature of the case. If known, you should include 
any file designations or descriptions for the records that you 
want. You do not have to give a requested record's name or 
title, but the more specific you are about the record or types of 
records that you want, the more likely it will be that the Justice 
Department will be able to locate those records. For example, 
if you have been interviewed by a law enforcement 
component (such as the FBI) in connection with a law 
enforcement investigation and you wish to request a copy of 
the interview report, your listing of the date and location of the 
interview, and the name of the interviewing agent and subject 
of the investigation, if known, will be helpful to the component 
in determining where to search and in determining which 
records respond to your request. Additionally, you should be 
aware that Justice Department components ordinarily will use 
the date upon which they begin a record search as the "cut- 
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off" date for including records. 


In addition to the statements or information that have already 
been discussed, some components of the Justice Department 
require additional specific information in order to process a 
request for particular types of records. 


When a Justice Department component receives your FOIA 
request, it ordinarily will send you a letter acknowledging the 
request and assigning it an initial request number. If you do 
not provide the necessary information, the component will not 
process your request, but will advise you of what additional 
information is required. 


Under certain circumstances you may be entitled to receive 
more information under the Privacy Act of 1974 (a separate 
federal statute) than under the FOIA. Under the FOIA anyone 
can request any agency record. Privacy Act requests are 
more limited and can be made only (1) by U.S. citizens or 
aliens lawfully admitted for permanent U.S. residence, (2) who 
are seeking information about themselves, (3) which is in a 
system of records maintained under their names or other 
personal identifiers. Even if a request does not mention the 
Privacy Act, however, the Justice Department automatically 
treats requests as being made under both the FOIA and the 
Privacy Act whenever it is appropriate to do so. In this way, 
requesters receive the maximum amount of information 
available to them by law. 


V. Response Times 


Under the statute, all federal agencies are required to respond 
to a FOIA request within twenty business days, excluding 
Saturdays, Sundays, and legal holidays. This period does not 
begin until the request is actually received by the FOIA office 
of the component that maintains the records sought. An 
agency is not required to send out the releasable documents 
by the last business day; it can send you a letter informing you 
of its decision and then send out the documents within a 
reasonable time afterward. 


Some components of the Justice Department, such as the FBI 
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and the DEA, receive thousands of requests each year. Many 
of these requests require a line-by-line review of hundreds 
and even thousands of pages of documents. Although the 
Justice Department is making every effort to respond to FOIA 
requests as promptly as possible, in some cases it simply 
cannot do so within the specified time period. This may be due 
either to the size of the request or to the fact that the 
component has a backlog of previously received requests that 
are awaiting processing. 


Under the FOIA, a component may extend the response time 
for an additional ten business days when: (1) the component 
needs to collect responsive records from field offices; (2) the 
request involves a "voluminous" amount of records which 
must be located, compiled, and reviewed; or (3) the 
component must consult with another agency which has a 
substantial interest in the responsive material or among two or 
more other components of the Justice Department. When 
such a time extension is needed, the component may notify 
you of this in writing and offer you the opportunity to modify or 
limit your request. Alternatively, you may agree to a different 
timetable for the processing of your request. 


When a determination on your request is not made within the 
deadline described above and you have not agreed to a 
different response deadline, you may file suit in federal court 
to obtain a response. If, however, the court concludes that you 
have unreasonably refused to limit your request or to accept 
an alternate timetable for response, the court may find that the 
component's failure to comply within the statutory time period 
is justified. The court also may approve a delay if it concludes 
that the component is experiencing an unexpected, 
substantial increase in the number of requests received. In 
addition, the court may excuse the lack of a timely response if 
the component demonstrates that it has a backlog of requests 
that were received before yours, that it processes its requests 
on a first-come/first-served basis, and that it is making 
reasonable progress in reducing its backlog. In such cases, 
the court may postpone its consideration of your lawsuit until 
the agency reaches your request in its processing backlog. 


VI. Expedited Processing 
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Under certain conditions you may be entitled to have your 
request processed on an expedited basis. However, you 
should realize that whenever a FOIA request is expedited for 
a particular requester, it results in an additional delay for 
previous requesters who have been waiting for a response. 
Therefore, in an effort to treat all requesters equitably, the 
Justice Department ordinarily will process a FOIA request 
ahead of others only in cases in which there will be a threat to 
someone's life or physical safety, or where an individual will 
suffer the loss of substantial due process rights if the records 
are not processed on an expedited bases. In most cases, a 
request will not be expedited simply because the requester is 
facing a court deadline in some judicial proceeding. In both 
criminal prosecutions and civil litigation there is a process 
known as "discovery," which gives the parties certain rights to 
obtain relevant information apart from the FOIA. These 
discovery rights are usually sufficient to protect the 
requester's due process rights. In administrative proceedings 
that do not include such procedures for obtaining access to 
necessary information, expedited access may be granted 
when time is of the essence. 


The FOIA also requires that requests be processed on an 
expedited basis if made by a person primarily engaged in 
disseminating information to the public and the information is 
urgently needed to inform the public concerning some actual 
or alleged government activity. Requests are not expedited 
under this provision merely because the requester is a 
representative of the news media. Similarly, the Justice 
Department also expedites requests when the subject is of 
widespread and exceptional media interest and the 
information sought involves possible questions about the 
government's integrity which affect public confidence. 


A request for expedited processing must be accompanied by 
a statement setting forth the reasons why your request should 
be expedited. You should certify that the reasons you have 
given are true and correct. The component will be required to 
notify you of its decision about whether to grant expedited 
processing within no more than ten days after receiving your 
letter. If the component denies your request for expedited 
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processing, you will be advised of your right to submit an 
administrative appeal of that denial, which will be handled 
expeditiously. 


Vil. Fees 


There is no initial fee to file a FOIA request and, in the majority 
of requests made to the Justice Department, no fees are ever 
charged. By law, however, an agency is entitled to charge 
certain fees, which depend on the category of requester you 
fall into. 


For the purposes of fees only, the FOIA divides requesters 
into three categories. Commercial requesters may be charged 
fees for searching for records, processing the records, and 
photocopying them. On the other hand, educational or 
noncommercial scientific institutions and representatives of 
the news media are charged only for photocopying expenses, 
after the first 100 pages of copies. Requesters who do not fall 
into either of these two categories are not charged for 
processing; they are charged only for record searches and 
photocopying--and there is no charge for the first two hours of 
search time or for the first 100 pages of photocopies. The 
Justice Department currently charges 10 cents per page for 
photocopying. In all cases, if the total fee does not exceed a 
minimum amount, currently $14.00, the Justice Department 
will not charge any fee at all. 


You may always include in your request letter a specific 
statement limiting the amount that you are willing to pay in 
fees. If you do not do so, the Justice Department will assume 
that you are willing to pay fees of up to $25. If a component 
estimates that the total fees for processing your request will 
exceed $25, it will notify you in writing of the estimate and offer 
you an opportunity to narrow your request in order to reduce 
the fees. If you continue to want all of the records involved, 
you will be asked to express your commitment to pay the 
estimated fees and the processing of your request will be 
suspended until you agree to do so. You ordinarily will not be 
required to actually pay the fees until the records have been 
processed and are ready to be sent to you. If, however, you 
have failed to pay fees within 30 days of billing in the past, or 
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if the estimated fees exceed $250, you may be required to pay 
the estimated fees in advance, that is, before the records are 
processed. If you agree to pay fees and then fail to do so 
within 30 days of billing, you may be charged interest on your 
overdue balance and the Justice Department will not process 
any further requests from you until payment has been made in 
full. If you agree to pay fees for searching for records, be 
aware that you may be required to pay such fees even if the 
search does not locate any responsive records or, if records 
are located, they are withheld as entirely exempt. 


Vill. Fee Waivers 


If you expect or are advised that a fee will be charged, you 
may request a waiver of those fees. However, fee waivers are 
limited to situations in which a requester can show that the 
disclosure of the requested information is in the public interest 
because it is likely to contribute significantly to public 
understanding of the operations and activities of the 
government and is not primarily in the commercial interest of 
the requester. Requests for fee waivers from individuals who 
are seeking records pertaining to themselves usually are 
denied under this standard because such disclosures usually 
will not result in any increase of the public's understanding of 
government operations and activities. In addition, a 
requester's inability to pay fees is not a legal basis for granting 
a fee waiver. 


IX. Initial Request Determinations 


Once the component has processed your request and any fee 
issues have been resolved, the component will send you a 
written initial determination. In the vast majority of cases, 
Justice Department components will include any documents 
that can be disclosed along with the determination letter, 
although in exceptional cases the documents themselves may 
be sent within a reasonable time afterward. The FOIA 
provides access to all federal agency records (or portions of 
those records), except for those records that are withheld 
under any of nine exemptions or three exclusions (reasons for 
which an agency may withhold records from a requester). The 
determination letter will advise you of whether any information 
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is being withheld pursuant to one or more of the exemptions. 
When a page is being withheld in its entirety, the component 
usually either will specify the number of pages being withheld 
or will make a reasonable effort to estimate the volume of the 
withheld information. 


The exemptions authorize federal agencies to withhold 
information covering: (1) classified national defense and 
foreign relations information; (2) internal agency rules and 
practices; (3) information that is prohibited from disclosure by 
another federal law; (4) trade secrets and other confidential 
business information; (5) inter-agency or intra-agency 
communications that are protected by legal privileges; (6) 
information involving matters of personal privacy; (7) certain 
types of information compiled for law enforcement purposes; 
(8) information relating to the supervision of financial 
institutions; and (9) geological information on wells. The three 
exclusions, which are rarely used, pertain to especially 
sensitive law enforcement and national security matters. Even 
if information may be withheld under the FOIA, the component 
still may disclose it as a matter of administrative discretion if 
that is not prohibited by any law and would not cause any 
foreseeable harm, although the component is not legally 
obligated to do so. The Justice Department strives to achieve 
maximum responsible information disclosure through this 
discretionary disclosure policy. 


X. Appeals 


You may file an administrative appeal if you are not satisfied 
with the component's initial response. You may disagree with 
the component's withholding of information or you may 
believe that there are additional records responsive to your 
request that the component failed to locate. You also may file 
an administrative appeal if you have requested expedited 
processing or a fee waiver and the component has not 
granted your request. You may also appeal a determination 
that a record does not exist, that a record is not readily 
reproducible in the form requested, that the requested 
information is not a record subject to the FOIA, or any 
disputed fee matter. You should be advised of your right to file 
an appeal in the initial determination letter sent by the 
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component or in the letter denying your request for expedited 
processing or a fee waiver. Ordinarily, your appeal must be 
received within sixty days of the date of the component's 
determination letter. This time may be extended if the 
component failed to notify you of your right to appeal in its 
determination letter. All appeals must be made in writing and 
addressed to:

Both the front of the envelope and the appeal letter should 
contain the notation "Freedom of Information Act Appeal." 


There is no specific form or particular language needed to file 
an administrative appeal. You should include the _ initial 
request number that the component assigned to your request 
and the date of the component's action. If no request number 
has been assigned, it will help if you enclose a copy of the 
component's determination letter. Please do not attach copies 
of released documents unless they pertain to some specific 
point you are raising in your appeal. You may explain the 
reasons why you disagree with the component's action, but a 
simple statement that you are appealing the decision 
ordinarily is sufficient. If, however, you are appealing because 
you believe there are additional records that have not been 
located in response to your request, you should specify why 
you think such records exist and, if possible, where you 
believe they might be located. 


Appeals from all components of the Justice Department are 
reviewed by an attorney in the Office of Information and 
Privacy. The attorney will ordinarily have available all of the 
documents processed in connection with your request and will 
make an independent determination as to whether the 
component has properly processed your request. 


Under the FOIA, the Office of Information and Privacy is 


required to make a determination on your administrative 
appeal within twenty business days. The Office of Information 
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and Privacy may take one of several actions on your appeal. 
It may affirm the component's action in full, in which case it will 
identify which exemptions (if any) have been appropriately 
claimed. Or it may affirm part of the component's action 
(identifying the applicable exemptions), but order the release 
of other information previously withheld. Finally, under some 
circumstances, it may return or "remand" the request to the 
component for complete reprocessing. When a case is 
remanded, you will have an opportunity again to appeal to the 
Office of Information and Privacy after the component has 
reprocessed the records if you remain dissatisfied with the 
component's action in any respect. 


XI. Judicial Review 


If you still believe that the Justice Department has not handled 
your FOIA request in accordance with the law after your 
appeal has been decided, you have the right to challenge the 
agency's action in a lawsuit filed in federal court, through the 
litigation process known as "judicial review." Before doing so, 
you ordinarily will be required first to have filed an 
administrative appeal and to have received a response. If the 
Justice Department fails to respond to either your initial 
request or your appeal within the time limits discussed above, 
however, you may file suit as soon as the time limits have 
expired. 


If you do bring a court action, you may file your suit in a federal 
district court in any of the following places: (1) where you 
reside, (2) where you have your principal place of business (if 
any), (3) in the District of Columbia, or (4) where the records 
are located, if they are not located in the District of Columbia. 
If you have waited until you have received an administrative 
appeal determination, that final administrative response letter 
will advise you of your right to seek judicial review and will 
specify where you can do so. You have six years to file suit 
from the time your right to sue begins. Lastly, please 
understand that attorneys and employees of the Justice 
Department are prohibited from giving legal advice to 
members of the public on any matters, including Freedom of 
Information Act litigation.
